Coal operators and the strik¬ 
ing United Mine Workers 
reached tentative settlement 
Wednesday night with a new 
contract tha4 might lead tg a 
reopening of AmericaV-coal 
mines in less than two weeks. 
; r,MW spokesmen said the 
union’s .’18-member bargaining 
council was summoned for a 
meeting here today to consid¬ 
er the settlement. 

_The council, composed of 

(he union’s executive hoard 
and district presidents, will 
have to approve the settle¬ 
ment before the pact might he 
submitted to the 120.000 rank- 
and-liler members for ratifi¬ 
cation. 

Even if the UMW hoard a im¬ 
proves. there is no guarantee 
that the often-militant miners 
will accept the package. Re¬ 
jection could lead to a lengthy 
walkout. 

Earlier. both sides voiced 


optimism that a settlement 
was near.* 

Harry Patrick, the UMW se¬ 
cretary-treasurer. said "It 
may take a little more talk¬ 
ing, but I think we can iron 
this thing out.” 

He made the comments dur¬ 
ing a recess in negotiations 
while industry representatives 
studied the union’s response 
to ils latest contract offer. 

The new offer, laid on the 
’bargaining table Tuesday 
night, seemed If) break an ap¬ 
parent impasse in the talks. If 
was described by industry's 
• hief negotiator. Guy Farmer, 
as "a complete, total package

Although details of ihe new 
proposal were not disclosed, 
officials from l>oth sides have 
indicated the final settlement 
would range in excess of a 10- 
per-cent increase in wages 
and benefits fiver the three- 
year edn tract that expired 
Tuesday.

LONDON «AP) Britons 
scrambled to top off their gas 
tanks Wednesday ami beat a 
new gasoline ia\ as ihoy 
steeled themselves for hard 
tfmes under an austerity hud- 
get imposed by Ihe Labor 
government. 

Motoring organi/.alions 


warned lhal a stampede for 
gasoline might spread across 
the country by the weekend. 

A gallon of gasoline goes up 
17 cents to SI.2(1 Monday, and 
from there it will continue ris¬ 
ing to $1.4.1 under measures 
already planned. The rise in 
fuel costs likely* will force up 
virtually all other prices. 


The higher gasoline tax was 
announced Tuesday by Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer Denis 
Healey as part of a budget in¬ 
tended to pump hard cash 
into ailing big business. Other 
measures included eased 
price controls and rmjre avail¬ 
able bank loans. 


UNITED NATIONS 
(UPI)—With United Na¬ 
tions headquarters turn¬ 
ed into an aimed camp to 
protect him, Palestinian 
guerrilla leader Yasser 
Arafat went before the 
General Assembly Wed¬ 
nesday and urged crea¬ 
tion of a Palestine state 
in which Arabs, Jews and 
"Christians could live in 
peace. But Israel de¬ 
nounced Arafat’s delega¬ 
tion as “murderers.” 

Israeli Ambassador Yosef 
Tekoah boycotted Arafat's 
speech but s|joke a few hours 
later from the same rostrum, 
declaring that Israel would 
never iiermit establishment of 
Arafat’s Palestine Liberation 
Organization anywhere in 
Palestine. 

”1 have come bearing an 
olive branch and a freedom 
fighter’s gun,” Arafat said in 
his precedent-shattering ap- 
pearance before the UN. 

"I am a rebel and freedom 
is my cause,” said the pudgy 
five-foot-seven-inch Arafat, 
wearing a black and white 
checkered Arab headdress. 
But he added: 

“The Palestinian revolution 
does not, under any circum¬ 
stances, consider the Jews as 
enemies. Our revolution is not 
predicated on any racial or 
religious basis.” 

Arafat left the UN complex 
about 5:30 p.m. Victoria time 
Wednesday for the first time 
since his arrival from Algiers 
almost 14 hours earlier. UN 
security police said Arafat 
had gone to the hotel Waldorf- 
Astoria to join the rest of the 
Palestinian delegation. 

PLO sources said it was 
doubtful Arafat would leave 
for Cuba before this afternoon 
since he plans to hear a 
speech to the General Assem¬ 
bly by President Suleiman 
Franjeih of Lebanon, sche¬ 
duled for noon today. 

As Arafat spoke, he raised 
his arms above his head and

Instead, last month he 
gained national 'attention by 
overturning the candy shelves 
in a store in nearby Masset 
an action which earned him a 
charge of wilfully damaging

Now the University of Ore¬ 


gon graduate has decided to 
quit his private practice in 
the Queen Charlotte Islands 
off the northern coast of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, leaving the 
5,600 area residents without a 
■full-time dentist. He's not 
leaving quietly though. 

Before closing his office 
door this week. Dr. Orr blast¬ 
ed Ihe dental profession in 
B.C. for its high fee,* and in¬ 
adequate training system, and 
the public for its Indifference 
to preventive dental eare. 

Orr described the College of 
Denial Surgeons as a ‘ -pretty 
cTn^ed TTgTflST >hoj>" which 
keeps fees high by maintain¬ 


ing an acute shortage of den¬ 
tists in the province. 

He said that although tax¬ 
payers finance 90 per cent of 
a dentist's education at the 
1 Diversity of British Colum¬ 
bia. the College of Dental Sur¬ 
geons controls admissions 
with no public representatives 
on its board. 

Orr said Ihe profession's 
control means thai only 45 
dentists graduate from UBC 
each year and the provincial 
shortage is never met. even 
aiHi immigrating doctors 

■ )tr also • rifjcized 'hr t - ! 
lege directors for not selecl- 


pig more students from re¬ 
mote areas, who might return 
to practice dn their home¬ 
towns. Acceptance of too 
many city applicants—"mosi 
of their wives are social 
climbers” ensures that re¬ 
mote practices are difficult 
to fill, he added. 

As for public attitudes to¬ 
ward dental care. Orr says he 
is "burnt out " -

Apology came too late 

Jewish group urges 
Ford fire general 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
President Ford Wednesday 
reprimanded the chairman of 
the joint chiefs of staff. Gen. 
George Brown, for remarks 
he made about Jewish influ¬ 
ence in America and the R’nai 
B'rith anti-defamation league 
asked Ford to fire the gener¬ 
al. 

Brown apologized for what 
he called the "unfortunate 
and ill-considered" remarks 
hr made about American 1 
Jews and their power al‘ a 
Duke University law school 
forum in Durham. N.C., Oct. 
10. But the a|>ology came too 
late to avoid the reprimand 
from Ford and calls from the 
Jewish organization and Sen¬ 
ator William Proxmire, Wis¬ 
consin Democrat for Brown's 
ouster. 

At the Duke forum. Brown 
asserted "Jewish influence in 
this country ... is so strong, 
you wouldn't believe it. now," 
and said Jews "own, you

country, the newspapers." 


White House Press Secre¬ 
tary Ron Nessen told report¬ 
ers, "The president considers 
Gen. Brown's remarks ill-ad¬ 
vised and poorly handled. He 
feels very strongly." 

Do re Schary, the honorary 
chairman of the anti-defama¬ 
tion league of B’nai B’rith, 
sent Ford a letter suggesting 
Brown should be removed 
from his post as the nation's 
senior military officer. 

"I submit that Gen. 
Brow n’s remarks are not only 
false but contemptible and 
have an illiterate odor of pre¬ 
judice and malice . .the 
letter said. 

"I respectfully suggest to 
you, Mr. President, that Gen. 
Brown’s irresponsible state¬ 
ments make him unfit for his 
responsible position . . . and 
that he should be removed by 
you forthwith." 

Proxmire said Brown's re¬ 
marks showed "an appalling 
ignorance."

Transportation of Alaskan 
oil by rail is noi only feasible 
hut urgent now that the 
Americans are planning to 
more than double Alaska 
crude production. Premier 
Barrett said Wednesday. 

Me repealed his opposition to 
oil tanker traffic off the coast 
and again accused the federal 
government of timidity in 
dealing with Washington. 

In releasing'an exchange of 
letters between himself and 
federal Transport Minister 
Jean Marchand on the |iossi- 
bility of rail shipment of oil 
and liquefied natural gas. Bar¬ 
rett charged the federal gov¬ 
ernment "is reticent to pursue 
alternatives’’ to the Valdez 
pipeline-tanker route. 

B.C. Liberal leader David 
Anderson rescinded that only 
an earthquake could stop the 
Americans from shipping 
Alaskan oil by tanker from 
Valdez. 

"The only thing that will 
help us is an act of God," An¬ 
derson said. 

He said the premier was 
several years too late with the 
rail pro|iosal. which was tech¬ 
nically feasible if "we want to 
spend that much money." but 
it is now "irrelevant. 

Premier Barrett’s state¬ 
ment was reacting to release 
of an American Federal En¬ 
ergy Administration rejiort 
Tuesday that proposed that 
Alaskan oil could supply hu»- 
♦hirds of total 1^6. oil require¬ 
ments and that two gas pipe¬ 


lines and another 48-inch oil 
pipeline connecting Prudhoe 
Bay and the southern Alaska 
port of Valdez should be built. 

The FEA proposal says oil 
tankers would carry the oil 
from Valdez lo American re¬ 
fineries on the west coast, 
such as the one at Cherry 
Point. Wash. The report also 
recognizes the possibility of 
oil spills. In a letter to Mar¬ 
chand dated Nov. 12, Barrett 
said the Canadian govern¬ 
ment "should, in the strongest 
possible terms, put forward 
serious alternatives to the 
American government in 
order to get them to stop what 


may lie a major disaster for 
people living off the British 
Columbia coast line." 

He suggests in the letter 
that the federal government 
should ask the American gov¬ 
ernment to examine "on a 
joint basis, alternatives other 
than the present tanker 
route." and that the B.C. 
Railway route should be one 
of the alternatives discussed. 

The premier told reporters, 
after tabling the corre¬ 
spondence in the house, that 
the situation "demands politi¬ 
cal leadership from Ottawa

Being Canadian 
costs billions 


CALGARY (CP' Alberta 
is being penalized billions of 
dollars for staying in Confed¬ 
eration. John Rudolph, pres¬ 
ident of the Independent Al- 
h e r t a Association, said 
Wednesday.' 

He said the association had 
commissioned a study of the 
"opportunity cost" to Alberta 
for remaining in' Confedera¬ 
tion which said the province 
would be better off econom¬ 
ically if it was independent. 

The study was prepared by 
" sump of five economists 
header! by Warren Black¬ 
man of University of Calgary 


and Dr Herbert Axford of 
University of Lethbridge. 

The study says the cost of 
Confederation to Alberta — 
the Gross Domestic Product 
of a hypothetical independent 
Alberta minus the actual GDP 
for the province as a member 
of Confederation — would be 
a minimum of $1.3 billion in 
1972, measured in 1973 dol¬ 
lars. 

Economic opportunities lost 
by Alberta in Confederation 
would amount to $4.5 billion in 
19*1 In constant 1973 dollars.

his jacket rode up to reveal 
what some observers thought 
was a gun holstef at his belt. 
But PLO simkesman Shafio el 
Houi denied Arafat was 
armed. 

At least 35 delegations 
walked out as Tekoah took the 
rostrum at the platform meet¬ 
ing. The Arabs were joined in 
the walkout by China, some 
African countries, and some 
other Third World nations, 
matching the Israeli delega¬ 
tion's boycott of Arafat’s 
speech in the morning. 

At the end of his speech, 


Arafat stood with hands 
clenched over his head like a 
victorious prizefighter while 
waves of thunderous applause 
from a standing ovation 
washed over him. 

But the six front-row seats 
of the Israeli delegation were 
empty. 

Arafat, 45, spoke amid the 
heaviest security precautions 
in UN history. A total of about 


1,000 police and security 
agents were deployed in an 
operation which went into ef¬ 
fect early Wednesday morn¬ 
ing when Arafat arrived at 
Kennedy airjxirt and was 
taken to the UN in an army 
helicopter. 

The militant Jewish De¬ 
fence League had publicly 
vowed that Arafat would not 
leave New York alive. 

Outside UN headquarters 
hundreds of New York City 
policemen kept rival crowds 
of pro-Arab and pro-Israeli 



demonstrations apart. Police 
arrested four people in two 
fistfights. 

Speaking calmly and clear¬ 
ly in Arabic, Arafat renewed 
his long-standing demand for 
establishment of a Palestinian 
national authority. Nowhere 
in his speech did he specifi¬ 
cally call for dismantling of 
the state of Israel although 
the Israelis and others believe 
that creation of such a Pales¬ 
tine state would mean just 
that.

PAUSE a moment from the morning ritu¬ 
al of tea and toast and permit me to dazzle 
you with my impeccable way with figures. 

This hassle between the ICBC and the in¬ 
surance agents of British Columbia, is 
fraught with mumbo jumbo. The public is 
being fed figures that do little more than con¬ 
fuse. 

Yes. 1 do think the agents have a bona 
fide reason for complaint. I do think the gov¬ 
ernment insurance operation is using gun to 
I heir heads and if you'll follow along for, just 
a few paragraphs, I think I can show you 
why the government will spend just as much 
of our money if ICBC decided to use its own 
agents. 

In this first year of ICBC, the independent 
agents 1,100 of them received commis¬ 
sions totalling just under $18 million. 

Now if ICBC decided to sell its own insur¬ 
ance, ICBC would need roughly 1,500 em¬ 
ployees-to do the task. If they were paid 
$10,000 apiece, that would add up to $15 
million. 

They would have to rent about 500 offices 
and let us say they would average out at Jtioo 
per month. Add on another $150 per month 
for light, telephone, heat, janitorial services 
and you're looking at $850 overhead. Totals 
$425,000. 

Then there is the cost of furnishing those 
offices and furniture today does not come 
cheap. A conservative estimate would place 
the amount for each office at about $2,000 
and for two grand, it. would be something less 
than opulent. Comes to a million bucks. 

So already they are facing close to the 
same expenditure and they would be. for the 
most part, untrained in the job of selling auto 
insurance 

Then, the rather staggering job of getting 
it all together. There would certainly be mas* 
sive tie-ups, great boondoggles. Also, the fact 
that government-operated industries rarely, 
if ever, run competitively with private in¬ 
dustry. There are too many wastes allowed 
when shareholders don’t have to he appeased 
with year-end statements. % 

After all, it's just taxpayer's money and 
taxpayers have bad memories anyway . . . 

ANOTHER little point about ICBC. It 
wasn’t so very long ago that a cracked wind- 
sliield was enough to get you fading grades on 


the family auto down there at the auto test¬ 
ing stations. But I'm now led to believe many, 
of these cracked windows are, now being 
passed. Reason?. Word has filtered down 
from ICBC to cease and desist on the hard 
line on windshields because such claims are 
putting quite a dent in ICBC finances ...

MAYBE not quite a ripoff. but a little 
sticky nevertheless. A local pensioner had a 
leaky tap in his kitchen. Decided to buy some 
new faucets from a local plumbing and heat¬ 
ing company. Cost him, including tax, $29.83. 
He wasn't too sure if he could do the .job him¬ 
self and asked how much it would cost him 
for the company to send out a plumber tri do 
the job. Told it would he $lfi an hour so gave 
up on lhal idea. 

Anyway, the gentleman found he could not 
do the job himself so decided he would just 
have to let them drip. Went bark to the 
plumbing and heating company a couple of 
days later to return the faucets. 

They had not been used in any way, shape 
or form and yes, the company would lake 
them back, but for only $26.99 $2.84 less 

than what he paid for them. 

Explanation? He was being charged 10 
per cent return, flow that seems to he just a 
little much . . .

START with ICBC', finish off with ICBC. 
We have been told that 10 cents from each 
gallon of gas purchased in our province will 
he qsed to cut down the cost of auto insur¬ 
ance — rebates to car owners. 

Ten cents a gallon should produce

"Millions of pairs of shoes 
are in the shops and no one 
buys them.

In this way. Pravda said, 
the state loses $.1.48 billion 


each year in lost shoe sales 
alone.

-THE MEMBER OF PARLIAMENT for St. John’* * 
1 West, Newfoundland, Walter C. Carter, got 
nowhere last week when in a private member’s mo¬ 
tion he proposed that the government consider 
making ferry fares between Nova Scotia and- New¬ 
foundland conform better with thg coat of travell¬ 
ing a comparable distance ofl'fhe Trans-Canada 
Highway. Like most such motions, Mr. Carter’s 
was “talked out," and lost its place on the order 
paper. 

But in making his bid for further federal sub¬ 
sidization of”the Newfoundland ferry service, Mr. 
Carter at least had the satisfaction of making a 
strong case for the removal of some of the inequity 
between his province and the others. And, as a by¬ 
product, he gave two British Columbia members a 
chance to note that the ferry service on the west 
coast receives no federal subsidy at all, and that 
this is an inconsistency in Ottawa’s outlook. 

Some members of the House might not realize, 
said Donald Munro of Esquimalt-Saanich, "that 
mile zero of the Trans-Canada Highway is in the 
riding of my colleague, the hon. member for Vic-' 
toria (Allan McKinnon), and that it passes through 
my riding on the way to Nanaimo. Then there is a 
great gap in this magnificent Trans-Canada High¬ 
way which joins the island on the west coast to the 
island on the east coast.” 

The gap had to be filled with a ferry service, 
Mr. Munro said, and the federal government pro¬ 
vided no help although its claim that it could not sup¬ 
ply transportation within a province was belied by 
its aid to a ferry service between two points in On¬ 
tario. 


Stuart Leggatt, the NDP member for New 
Westminster, made much the same points, but with 
additional element of protest: 

“The government talks of uniting the country. 
Madam Speaker, the longer we take to cure our 
inequities in transportation, the higher will become 
the mountains of British Columbia! I know the 
province is not separated from the rest of the 
country by water, as is Newfoundland. The fact is 
incidental and unimportant. We need a rational 
transportation policy. Admittedly the motion be¬ 
fore us refers to a subsidized ferry service for the 
east coast; let me point out that the British Colum¬ 
bia ferry service is not subsidized, for reasons I 
have never understood. 

“The argument that we only subsidize in- 
terproviheial ferries will not wash ... 

“Most of us in British Columbia want to dis¬ 
courage sentiments of separatism which lie just 
under the surface. Sometimes we find this difficult, 
especially when we learn that the government sub¬ 
sidizes heavily a ferry service which owns more 
vessels than the Canadian navy. Such subsidies are 
only possible because the government has adopted 
an inconsistent and irrational transportation policy 
in the many years it has mismanaged the affairs of 
the nation.” 

Suggesting that the Rockies will grow higher 
may be a slight exaggeration. But while the federal 
government leaves the people of B.C. to worry 
about their own ferry .feres and deficits, the gap in 
the Trans-Canada Highway can be said tfl grow a 
little wider. 



The abused and overstrained economy 


From Alaska to Louisiana 


■VV70RRY OVER ALASKA OIL wasn’t helped any 
w the other day when the head of the Science 
Council of Canada was talking about marine pol¬ 
lution and government concern. 

P. D. McTaggart-Cowan doesn’t think much of 
the ship traffic control systems Ottawa has come 
up with. And he feels, also, the government is not 
showing a positive enough attitude in coastal water 
jurisdiction. 

He doesn’t pin-point the straits separating 
Vancouver Island and the state of Washington, but 
McTaggart-Cowan says that international efforts so 
far have not produced agreement on control of ter¬ 
ritorial waters. 

This could be taken to mean that preparations 
to meet the Alaska tanker traffic are not as ad¬ 
vanced as British Columbians have been led to 
believe. 

This is likely the case, too, with the naviga¬ 
tional guidance system the government is working 
on for B.C. waters. McTaggart-Cowan does not 
make specific mention of it, but he says that one 
put into operation at Nova Scotia’s Chedabucto 


Bay after the disastrous Arrow oil spill is a wash¬ 
out: "I wouldn’t put it on a fishing boat." 

It is all most disquieting. But some comfort 
might be clutched from plans the U.S. government 
favors for another oil-spill danger area.- Who 
knows, an off-shore superport for oil tankers of the 
kind the state of Louisiana is getting, might be 
built off the west coast one day? 

Joint congressional passage is expected soon to 
the construction by 15 oil companies of a $1 billion 
“floating harbor” 12 to 15 miles off the coast, 21 
miles southwest of Grand Isle, La. 

Its design features safeguards against spills 
and leakage with huge storage tanks and other fa¬ 
cilities linked to shore by stationary, ocean-floor 
pipelines. 

Protection of underwater ecology is important 
in that, in Louisiana’s case, it includes valuable 
deep-sea fishing, and a $35 million shrimp and 
oyster industry. 

The talk is about other off-shore superports 
being built as soon as this one has proven itself. Let 
one of them, at least, be off-Washington. 


In South Vietnam 


Corruption protests grow 


Outside Saigon’s venerable 
Continental Palace Hotel, 
Lam Som Square was com¬ 
pletely deserted and cleared 
of cars. It was breakfast 
time* It is a time when usual¬ 
ly the sun starts draining Sai¬ 
gon of its color, and the first 
cloud of smoke starts, rising 
from the ubiquitous throng in 
th^streets. But Tu Do Street, 
the old Rue Catinat, was shut¬ 
tered and empty apart from 
dozens of grey-uniformed mil¬ 
itary police. 

Another demonstration was 
about to take place. This time 
it was a crowd of some 2,000, 
who gathered to watch a 
protest by Vietnamese jour¬ 
nalists about government re¬ 
strictions on press freedom. 

The previous day a sergeant 
in the South Vietnamese 
Army had marched up on to 
the steps of the National As¬ 
sembly, in the rrflddle of Lam 
Som Square and started yell¬ 
ing out how dissatisfied he 
was with the government of 
President Nguyen Van Thieu. 
Then he was led away by the 
police. The Sunday before 
that, some 4,000 people had 
gathered on a grey, drizzly 
morning al a suburban church 
to hear a right-wing priest 
make some stinging allega¬ 
tions of corruption among 
Thicu’s family and cabinet. 

★ ★ ★ 

For the past two months, in 
fact, there has been a rash of 
protest movements and dem¬ 
onstrations against President 
Thieu’s government. Lawyers, 
teachers and religious fac¬ 
tions have tried to have their 
say. The upheaval follows just 
about two years of almost 
total docility and quiescence 
among South Vietnam’s popu¬ 
lation, and if it gathers mo¬ 
mentum it could easily under¬ 
mine Thieu*s ability to con¬ 
tinue the war against the 
Communists, and conceivably 
lead to his removal. 

The problem is. as it has 
always been with protest 
movements in South Vietnam, 
that the current crop of 
protests has about as much 
unity and cohesion as a school 
playground. The various 
protest movements are de¬ 
manding different things, and 
as often as not pulling in dif¬ 
ferent directions.

tant of the new anti-war 
movements is an organization 
set up by a Buddhist senator, 
Vun Van Mau, called the 
Forces for National Reconcili¬ 
ation.

The An 
Quang, or at least its militant 
wing, was once an extremely 
powerful force in South Viet¬ 
namese politics. The immola¬ 
tions of its members in 1963 
were instrumental in bringing 
about the overthrow of Pres¬ 
ident Ngo Dinh Diem, the 
first American-backed puppet 
in Saigon. 


Thieu aet his face against it 
from the start, because it is 
thought, he regarded it as a 
possible vehicle for the Com¬ 
munists covertly to increase 
their influence without actual¬ 
ly contesting elections. 

It was a moot point just 
who would win elections if 
they were, to be held tomor¬ 
row, but more and more peo¬ 
ple in South Vietnam seem to 
be coming around to the view 
that perhaps some form of ac¬ 
commodation with the other 
side should not be ruled out of 
court altogether. So far, 
though, the FNR does not re¬ 
ally seem to have got its 
bandwagon rolling.

It does not aim 
to overthrow President Thieu. 
Indeed, it would be bizarre if 
a group of priests describing 
themselves as droitistes sud¬ 
denly decided to attack tlie 
president since in the past 
they have been among his 
staunchest supporters. 

Instead, the priests want 
Thieu to make a total clean- 
up-of-his administration and 
his family. As Father Nguyen 
Tran put it to me recently: 
“Our maximum aim is for 
President Thieu completely to 
overhaul his cabinet.”

More recently, however, the 
pagoda has been so faction 
riddled that it has been re¬ 
duced to political impotence.

which has descended on them 
since the departure of the 
Americans has shown the cor¬ 
ruption of the government in 
a particularly bad light. 

President Thieu has so far 
reacted to the protests with 
uncharacteristic cool. A year 
ago it would have been incon¬ 
ceivable for anyone to start 
holding protests outside the 
National Assembly. The mili¬ 
tary police would have moved 
in with tear gas and clubs. 

Thieu, however, is thought 
to have been much chastened 
by the case of President Park 
Chung Hee of South Korea. 
President Park's repression 
of his opponents incurred the 
wrath of the American 
Congress, which looked at one 
stage as if it might cut off his 
aid. That is something that 
President Thieu could just not 
afford.

Including the latest supple¬ 
mentary estimates, the Tru¬ 
deau government expects to 
spend $24.2 billion in the cur¬ 
rent financial year. Ten years 
ago the total expenditure bf 
the Pearson government was 
$7.1 billion. 

Have a good look at those 
two figures; spending a little 
time pondering their signifi¬ 
cance should help those who 
still maintain that it’s impos¬ 
sible to discern the core oT 
inflation pressures in our 
economy because the picture 
is shrouded by fog drifting in 
from all over the world.' 


But first a reminder that 
government expenditures rep¬ 
resent the cost of public 
services. 

Any marked increase in 
government spending is there¬ 
fore justifiable only if there is 
a correspondingly marked in¬ 
crease in the number of peo¬ 
ple served or in the scope and 
quality of services rendered. 

It's obvious that the more 
than 300 per cent increase in 
government spending over the 
past decade cannot he ex¬ 
plained, let alone justified, by 
the increase in the number of 
people served, because the 
population of Canada has not 
tripled since 1964. And while 
the dther criterion is not as 
precise and readily available 
as population growth figures. 
I think tt’s fair to say that the 
scope and quality of services 
rendered by the federal gov¬ 
ernment has not tripled either 
in the past 10 years. 

To put the enormous in¬ 
crease in government spend¬ 
ing in the best possible light, 
let’s assume that most of it, if 
not all (even establishment 
propagandists ' admit some 
waste in the bureaucratic ma¬ 
chinery). can he accounted 
for by the combination of pop¬ 
ulation growth and improve¬ 
ment of public services. 

★ ★ ★ 

Even if this hypothesis were 
believable, the higher spend¬ 
ing would still have to be off¬ 
set by matching increases in 
revenue to avoid serious dam¬ 
age to the economy. 

The question of funding is 
important because the gov¬ 
ernment does not “earn” the 
money it spends but collects it 
from productive citizens. 

Ideally, the average level of 
government spending over a

period of economic ups and 
downs should not exceed the 
total of funds collected. Un¬ 
fortunately. our public spend¬ 
ing has come to be shaped 
more by political expediency 
than by sound economic con¬ 
siderations. 

Political expediency 
prompts elected governments 
to keep expanding public ser¬ 
vices (and the bureaucratic 
empire-building structures 
they spawn) without corrp* 
sponding tax increases. The 
gap between revenue and ex¬ 
penditure. which grows with 
public appetite and pressure . 
for "free services.” is filled 
for some time with deficit fi¬ 
nancing. When borrowing be¬ 
comes difficult, irresponsible 
governments resort to print¬ 
ing worthless money to fi¬ 
nance vote-luring operations. 
The inevitable result is deba¬ 
sement of the currency, which 
is the root of home-grown in¬ 
flation. 


As money buys less and 
less 1 , prices and wages are 
pushed higher and higher in 
an attempt to compensate for 
the loss of buying power. 

For a while, strong pressure 
groups may manage to keep 
pace with the rate of inflation 
they help aggravate, or even 
do a bit better atjlhe expense 
of those wiVhr-^ss economic 
clout and political muscle, but 


eventually they too get huM- 
The abused and over-strained 
economy burns itself out and 
everyone suffers. 

With the dollar debased by 
a two-digit inflation, we are 
now rapidrly moving to the 
point where the whole struc¬ 
ture of our abused freedoms 
may collapse under the ac¬ 
cumulated strains and 
stresses of shortsighted politi¬ 
cal expediency. economic 
blackmail. mismanagement 
and. above all, blind greed. 

A society in which people 
earning $50,000 a year (e g. 
senior airline pilots) threaten 


strike for inflation-com¬ 
pensating pay tncreases; in 
which firemen let blocks of 
houses burn in an illegal 
walkout to enforce what they 
consider just for themselves: 
and in which farmers claim to 
be driven to destruction of 
food while millions of people 
face death by starvation 
such a society is not only sick 
but suicidal. 

The growing fear of eco¬ 
nomic depression and at the 
same time adamant political 
refusal to fight inflation, or al 
least stop aggravating it, ty¬ 
pify the confusion of the 
mess our wasteful and selfish 
affluence has created.

President Giscard d’Estaing 
is throwing nearly $7 million 
of public money into an effort 
to win for a rebellious young 
Spanish architect the task of 
filling the 38-acre hole that 
was once the stomach of 
Paris. 

Ricardo Bpfill is 35, works 
in Barcelona and as a student 
saw something of the inside of 
France’s prisons. On the invi¬ 
tation of the French minister 
of culture. Michel Guy, he en-„ 
tered the lists for the Paris 
landscaping assignment of the 
century - the replacement of 
l,es Halles, now that the 
famous markets have been 
banished to the outskirts of 
the capital. 


The Spanish architect’s pen 
and ink drawings fascinated 
the French president. After a 
45-minute meeting with Bofill 
at the Elysee Palace. Giscard 
informed a truculent group of 
Paris city councillors, who 
feel that the Elysee is brow¬ 
beating them, that the dozen 
or so French contestants are 
no longer in the race as far as 
he is concerned. 

A majority of councillors 
seem lined up against the 
president, but Giscard holds a 
weapon that could be deci¬ 
sive. He is prepared to put 
government*money behind the 
Bofill design and will not ad¬ 
vance a centime if a rival 
candidate is chosen. 

What is it that has so cap¬ 
tivated the French president? 
The answer is that Bofill has, 
in the eyes of his opponents, 
disregarded the ground rules 
of the competition cheated 
in fact. Instead of a garden- 
Bofill says that public gar¬ 
dens bore him be has 
dreamed up a neo-Roman ar¬ 
chitectural folly. Behind a 
screen of tall trees he has set 
a oatotmaded ellipse with a 
quadruple rank of 30 feet high 
pillars surrounding a huge

paved court with fountains. 
The result looks like a minia¬ 
ture St. Peter's Square in 
Rome. 

It is a far cry from the 
strictly functional interna¬ 
tional commercial centre 

which President Pompidou 

planned for the site. By scrap¬ 
ping the Pompidou design and 
falling for Bofill’s colonnades 
Gisgard has put up the cosUef 
the Les Halles project by 300 
per cent. But he is offering 
state financing of die .whole 
architectual centrepiece — 
pillars, pavement and foun¬ 
tains at a cpst of roughly 

$7 million. 

Bofill is handsome, dedicat¬ 
ed and persuasivp. The son of 
an architect, he established a 
reputation with a strikingly 
unconventional workers’ hous¬ 
ing complex in Spain. He be¬ 
lieves that houses should be 
imaginative and mysterious 
rather than baldly functional. 
His lines are more often 
sinuous than straight, and 
some of his rooms have tiny 
windows or none al all. 


Of late Bofill’s ideas have 
been too revolutionary for the 
Spanish authorities, and he 
has been looking elsewhere in 
Europe to satisfy his hunger 
for positive experimentation. 
However, he is tio enemy of 
tradition when he believgs it 
to be beautiful. He wanted the 
19th-century cast-iron baroque 
pavilions which housed the 
market to be left where they 
wei^ and signed a petition to 
that effect. Now that they 
have been pulled down he 
wants the site filled with 
something grandiloquent — a 
noble architectural gesture 
even at the risk of appearing 
pompous. 

Before coming to a deci¬ 


sion Bofill not only explored 
the ground but questioned the 
inhabitants of the raffish 
streets surrounding the giant 
quarry that was once Les 
Halles. He found that the 
neighbors disliked the idea of 
an open space and wanted 
somewhere where they could 
lose themselves. 


Whatever design he has 
chosen the city of- Paris will 
underpin it with a multi-story 
basement containing a new 
telephone exchange with 
200,000 lines, parking spaces 
for hundreds of cars, skating 
rinks, a swimming pool and a 
gymnasium. 

But if he is chosen, Bofill is 
insisting on having complete 
control over what happens 
above ground. Far from da/-, 
zled by the prospect, he told 
the French weekly Le Nouvel 
Observateur: "If 1 am not left 
a free hand, if I can’t es¬ 
tablish new ground rules in 
your cohijtry, I shall leave ”

Based on computer projec¬ 
tions done for the Club of 
Rome — an international, in¬ 
dependent, nongovernmental 
group of experts in global eco¬ 
nomics and developments 
it urged an immediate slow-

That book sparked an inter¬ 
national debate. Now the Club 
of Rome has issued a new 
report, a more sophisticated 
and elaborate studj? using a 
much more complicated com¬ 
puter program. 

The new study, Mankind at 
the Turning Point, argues that 
instead of the no-growth poli¬ 
cy suggested by the earlier 
book, humankind needs to de¬ 
velop a kind of “organic” eco¬ 
nomic growth, that is. con¬ 
trolled growth much like the 
growth of the human body. 

“Growth for growth’s sake 
in the sense of ever-increasing 


the need for as much as $250 
billion worth of investment in 
the less developed world if the 
planet is to stave off econom-' 
ic and political upheaval. 

If the developed world fails 
to make that investment in 
the less developed countries, 
it warns, "there will be a 
thousand desperadoes ter- 
rorizing those who are now 
rich.' and eventually nuclear 
blackmail and terror will par¬ 
alyze further orderly develop¬ 
ment. 

"Ten or 20 years from 
today it will probably be too 
late, and then even a hundred 
Kissingers, constantly criss¬ 
crossing the globe on peace 
missions, could not prevent 
the world from falling into the 
abyss of a nuclear holocaust.” 


A swiftly-developing set of events in the political-cauldron 
of the Middle East is sending a new wave of nervousness 
through an already anxious international diplomatic commu¬ 
nity. With remarkable suddenness, dramatic and unexpected 
developments in the smoulderihg region have again thrust it 
to the centre of world attention and raised .the spectre of a 
new and even more deadly conflict in the future. 

In l/ondon, a number of highly-informed strategic exjwrta 
say that in fact there is no longer a question of whether there 
will he a war hut rather when it will start. In other parts of 
western Europe, governments are reported to bp laying plans 
for substantially Increasing their nil stockpiles in preparation 
for another Arab oil embargo if an Arab-lsraeli war does 
break out. 

One top-level British source, who insists on anonymity, 
now goes so far as to predict that hostilities are most likely 
to resume in late March or April, 1975. 

International speculation about the future of the Middle 
East was first fired by the decision of Ar^b states in recent 
weeks to recognize tjje Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLOl as the sole^rebfesentative for the Palestinian people, 
particularly those on the Israeli-occupied west bank of the 
.Iordan River. 

.✓s' 

Israel refuses to negotiate about the future of the west 
bank with the guerrilla organization and the PLO in turn says 
it will be satisfied with nothing less than the destruction of 
the Jewish state. This jeopardizes the possibility of further 
talks between Israel and Syria and Israel and Egypt as well, 
and many observers believe it has created a dangerous stale¬ 
mate which any one of the countries may be tempted to 
break out of with a quick pre-emptive Strike. 

International concern has been further heightened by the 
apparent inability of U.S. State Secretary Henry Kissinger to 
end the deadlock with a whirlwind tour of the main Middle 
East capital last week and by Israel's introduction of a 
sweeping series of austerity measures, including a currency 
devaluation. ___ 

Experts contend that the severity of the. measures in¬ 
dicates Israel is intent on a rapid economic build up because 
of a growing conviction within the government that another 
war Is inevitable. If war does break out within the next year, 
strategists say, there can no longer be. any certainty that 
Israel will emerge the victor. 

They say a surprise attack by either side is no longer 
strategically sound because American and Soviet spy satel¬ 
lites in the area ensure that military movements in any 
country are instantly known in all the others. 

Israel would be at a severe manpower shortage in a more 
prolonge’d war. which the Arabs w-oiild probably favor, since 
ii cannot put more than 400.000 men in the field, compared 
with two million which can be raised by its opponents. 

In another war, strategists say, the Arabs’ main plan 
would be to knock out Israel's military airfields with missile 
and bombing attacks within- 36 hours. Afterwards, the Arahs 
might be prepared to fight a long and costly war of attrition 
which Israel would have little chance of winning. 

Should the possibility of an Arab air victory grew quick¬ 
ly in the coming .months, however, many experts fear Israel 
may he forced into a position where only a surprise attack 
will offer it any hope whatever of victory.

A year ago last spring, the 
Canadian Arthritis and Rheu¬ 
matism Society, in order to 
celebrate their 25th anniver¬ 
sary. sponsored a B.C.-wide 
Bluebird nesting-box contest;

The contestants had the 
choice of donating their en¬ 
tries to the society, or having 
thorn returned.after the final 
judging. 

All boxes donated wore 
erected in suitable areas 
throughout the province in an 
effort to encourage ihe Blue¬ 
bird population which in later 
years has diminished consid¬ 
erably.

They were screwed very se¬ 
curely on trees with no lower 
branches, at a height which 
required a tall ladder to reach.

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Vittorio de Sica 
dies at age 72 


' ROME (AP) — Vittoria de 
Sica, whose Bicycle Thief and 
other powerfully realistic 
films on the struggles of the 
iwor helped usher in a new 
era in movie history, has died 
m Paris, it was announced 
Wednesday. 

He was 72 and had never 
'' fully recovered since he un¬ 
derwent surgery for removal 
of a cyst in his lungs in 
August 1973. He had resumed 
work but walked with the aid 
of a cane. ^ 

It was understood de Sica 
w as in Paris for the premiere 
of his 30th film, The Journey, 
and that Sophia Loren, the 
actress he admired fnost, 
was one of his last visitors. 

De Sica was one of the lead¬ 
ers of the group of post-war 
Italian film makers who revo¬ 
lutionized the industry. Four 
of his movies won Oscars. 

The announcement of de 
Sica’s death was made by 
Carlo Ponti, who produced 
The Journey. Miss Loren is 
his wife. 


Bail change 
cutting 
prison totals? 


VANCOUVER (CP) Brit¬ 
ish Columbia’s jail population 
is significantly lower than 
usual and the difference may 
be due to bail reforms, a cor¬ 
rections branch executive as¬ 
sistant said Wednesday. 

Bill Foster said the current 
tail population in provincial 
institutions is 1,700 compared 
with 2,000 during the period 
1962 to 1973. 

Foster said judges now 
have wider latitude in setting 
sentences for summary con¬ 
victions and must avoid jail : 
ing a person too poor to pay a 
fine. 


“It is very hard to put into 
words what Vittorio meant to 
Sophia and me," Ponti said.

Sica rose from poverty to In¬ 
ternational fame.

Thief were de Sica’s first in¬ 
ternational successes. His 
later films included Miracle 
in Milan, Umberto D, Boccac¬ 
cio 70, Two Women and Yes¬ 
terday, Today and Tomorrow. 

Shoeshine, The Bicycle 
Thief, Yesterday, Today and 
Tomorrow and The Garden of 
the Finzi-Continis all won 
Oscars for best foreign films. 

Miss Loren won an Aca¬ 
demy Award as the best 
actress of 1962 for Two 
Women.

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Air cargo concept 
boon to Vancouver

VANCOUVER (CP) Dev¬ 
elopment of the Sea Air Cargo 
roncept by Air Canada in re¬ 
cent year* has brought a 
large additional volume of 
cargo to the port of Van¬ 
couver. 

The cargo comes by sea 
from the Orient and leaves by 
air for Europe. 

The Sea Air Cargo service 
was begun by Air Canada 
about 10 years ago, but it has 
moved to its current impor¬ 
tance only since use of con¬ 
tainers for cargo became 
widespread. 

Tlie traditional method of 
shipping goods from Japan to 
Europe has been the long sea 
route via the Cape of Good 
.Hope or Suez Canal, taking 
three to four weeks for deli¬ 
very. 

This is fine for bulk cargoes 
of low value, but for valuable 


electronic parts, photographic 
equipment, and other high 
premium cargoes, time lost at 
sea is money lost. 

Valuable goods that are 
needed in a hurry are shipped 
directly by air freighl, hut 
this is expensive. 

There are two alternatives 
for the shipper in Japan. 

He can ship his cargo by 
sea to Vladivostok, and to 
Europe by Russia's Trans- 
Si b e l* i a n Railway, which 
should cut transit time by 
half. However experience has 
been that boxcars loaded with 
valuable goods often get side¬ 
tracked in Moscow railway 
yards for weeks. 

The other alternative is to 
ship by sea and air via Van¬ 
couver to Europe. Tliis route 
is steadily growing in popular¬ 
ity.

Aboussafy said the after-tax 
cash flow on a barrel of re¬ 
cently-discovered oil in Alber¬ 
ta would be about $1.66 a bar¬ 
rel if the May budget propos¬ 
als had been implemented. 

In the United States, cash 
flow after taxes is about $5.06 
a barrel, he added. 

He said exploration in the 
United States is attractive 
and an investment shift has 
been evident since early this 
year. If the May 6 budget pro¬ 
posals are implemented, he 


said, the balance of invest¬ 
ment will follow into the U.S. 

James C. Crawford, general • 
counsel for Canadian Industri¬ 
al Gas and Oil Ltd., Calgary, 
says Canady will experience a 
decline in drilling this year.

MONTREAL <CP) — Infla¬ 
tion requires "more astute fi¬ 
nancial and asset planning 
than any other period in the 
business cycle,” Clifford S.

Dailly to tvithdraw the bill 
until current negotiations are j 
conclude^ Mrs. Dailly de- i 
dined.

"It should be withdrawn.” 
Mrs Madson said. “It is now j 
hampering orderly negotia- j 

tions.” 

After a meeting with a cabi- ( 
net committee comprised of 
Mrs. Dailly and Public Works 
Minister William Hartley, a : 
spokesman for the trustees j 
said he felt a little .more hope- i 
ful that the minister may at i 
least change her mind on 
some of the proposed amend¬ 
ments. 

"It was a stormy meeting.” 
he said. "We shouted at each 
other and got red in the face, j 
but I think we made a point 
that we should at least revert ' 
to the position where a concil- | 
iator can sit on four or five 
boards rather than the two I 
the proposed amendments re¬ 
strict them to. 

"As we pointed out to the 
minister, there .iust aren't 
enough conciliators in the 
province to do what the 
amendments demand.” 

Mrs Dailly was una\ailable 
for comment following the 
meeting Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

Meanwhile Greater Victoria 
School Board Chairman Peter 
Bunn has released a copy of a 
telegram sent to Mrs. Dailly 
on Nov. 18. 


The telegram states "The 
Greater Victoria School Board 
greatly regrets your action in 
introducing legislation con¬ 
trary to the wishes of this 
board and 67 other school 
boards. 

"It is sad to see how power¬ 
ful the teachers' union has be¬ 
come. so powerful in fact that 
even the minister is unable to 
withstand its pressure, and 
that we the peoples’ repre¬ 
sentatives are unable to carry 
out the peoples’ wishes.” 

The province s two largest 
teacher locals — Vancouver 
and Prince George — had 
mixed reactions to Tuesday's 
conciliation meeting at which 
they were the only groups to 
conduct talks, after the 
BCSTA issued a press release 
suggesting both were attend¬ 
ing provincial bargaining ses¬ 
sions. 


A1 Paterson, president of 
the 1,450-member Vancouver 
Elementary Teachers’ Associ¬ 
ation, said Wednesday the 
city’s 2,800 elementary and 
secondary teachers will boy¬ 
cott the next conciliation 
meeting, scheduled for Nov. 
19 and 20. and hold a general 
meeting instead. 

Paterson said teacher rep¬ 
resentatives attended Tues¬ 
day’s meeting in “good faith 
under the impression thal 
only local bargaining would 
take place.” 

He said the provincial con¬ 
ciliators asked for a moratori¬ 
um on press releases during 
the talks and the BCSTA said 
it would consider the request.

Good-bye to blue haze? 


B.C. Forest Products Ltd., 
will spend more than $2 mil¬ 
lion to reduce the -smoke 
plume from its sawmill and 
eliminate a blue haze from 
the plywood plant. 

As part of its pollution re¬ 
duction program in Victoria, 
the company will install an 
electrostatic precipitator at 
the sawmill and a condenser 
unit at the plywood plant, 
Walter Nelson said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Nelson, manager of the 
company’s Victoria sawmill 
division, said the smoke 
plume and haze problems 
have been technically difficult 
to solve and his company has 
been working closely with the 


B.C. Pollution Control branch 
to find an effective answer. 

The smoke plume problem 
comes from the salt vapor it 
contains. The bark, known as 
hog fuel, which is burned to 
produce steam power and for 
other purposes, becomes im¬ 
pregnated with salt while logs 
are being towed and stored in 
sea water. When burned thb 
salt vaporizes and creates a 
white plume. 

Fly ash collectors such as 
one installed several years 
ago were successful in remov¬ 
ing carbon particles but had 
no effect on the vaporized 
salt. 

Research into the trapping 
of the gray plume led to the 


installation last year of a 
$50,000 experimental pilot 
model electrostatic precipita¬ 
tor. * 

Results were disappointing. 
Nelson said, because not all 
the smoke or haze was elimin¬ 
ated but both BCFP and the 
Pollution Control Branch have 
agreed an electrostatic pre¬ 
cipitator is the best solution 
currently available from to¬ 
day’s technology. 

“As far as the company and 
the Pollution Control Branch 
know,” said Nelson, “this will 
be the first installation of its 
kind in a sawmill anywhere in 
the world.”

Indians drop out 
due to economics 


The large number of high 
school dropouts among Cana¬ 
da’s Indian population can be 
blamed on conditions they are 
forced to live under on Indian 
reserves, Chief Charles Elliott 
of. the Tsarlip band said 
Wednesday night. 

Elliott said the dropout rate 
was directly related to eco¬ 
nomics. 

He was commenting on a 
provincial breakdown of at¬ 
tendance figures released 
Wednesday by the federal 
government which showed a 
steady decline in grade enrol¬ 
ment for Indians. 

Tie said Indian students can¬ 
not do the necessary studying 
in the crowded houses their 
families must live in. 

“I do not doubt the govern¬ 


ment figures.” Elliot said. 

Of 1.021 Indians who en¬ 
tered Ontario schools for 
Grade 9 in 1970, only 733 en¬ 
tered Grade 10 the following 
year, 504 entered Grade 11 in 
in 1973. 

All provinces reported a 
similar decline in that period. 
Nova Scotia reported 52 In¬ 
dian students in Grade 9 in 
1970 and only 22 Grade 12 In- 
1972 and 407 entered Grade 12 
dian students in 1973. 

In New Brunswick, during 
the same period, the figure 
dropped to 22 from 54, in Que¬ 
bec to 110 from 339, in Mani¬ 
toba to 111 from 397, in Sas¬ 
katchewan to 96 from 403, in 
Alberta to 176 from 409 and in 
British Columbia to 241 from 
815.

Following years of red tape 
and struggle with the provin¬ 
cial government, the Capital 
Region has finally become 
master of its own destiny in 
health and hospital services. 

A bylaw providing for the 
appointment of a 14-member 
hospilal and health planning 
commission was given final 
approval Wednesday by- the 
regional hospital board. 

A last-minute attempt by 


some directors representing 
Saanich Peninsula municipal¬ 
ities to go ahead with con¬ 
struction of a hospital in their 
area, without consideration to 
the over-all regional needs, 
was narrowly defeated by the 
hospital board. 

The planning commission to 
be established under the new 
bylaw will consist of 12 voting 
members and two non-voting 
members. 

Of. the voting members, four 
will be regional directors and 
five will represent different 
grouj>s of hospitals, namely 
the Queen Alexandra Hospital 
and the Gorge Road Hospital; 
the lady Min to GidflSlands 
Hospital, the Rest Haven and 
Saanich Peninsula hospitals; 
the Priory, Mount St. Mary, 
Mount Tolmie and Glengarry 
hospitals; Victoria General 
and Royal Jubilee hospitals. 

The two non o t i n g 
members will be the chair¬ 
men of the health services 
and resources development 
committees also to be es¬ 
tablished under the new 


two Saanich directors and one 
Victoria director. 

A subsequent motion by 
Saanich director Fred Sever¬ 
son to give the peninsula hos¬ 
pital high priority, was ap¬ 
proved by the hospital board. 

Young also emphasized that 
the moment the new hospital

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke, said Young, made that 
very clear. 

This means tfi$f the new 
hospital will not prov ide ser¬ 
vices which- aren’t ava ilable 
now. It will simply provide 
more modern services.

Jack Cox, past president of 
the Cadboro Bay group, want¬ 
ed Couvelier, chairman of 
council’s lands, planning and 
housing committee, to explain 
the committee’s recommen¬ 
dation that D’Arcy Bridgman 
of 2600 McDonald be allowed 
to subdivide his property into 
two lots, smaller than the 
area’s present minimum lot 
size. 

Couvelier said most resi¬ 
dents of the area had no ob¬ 
jection to Bridgman's specific 
proposal but were concerned 
the entire neighborhood would 
be rezoned to a smaller lot 
size. 

“I would not support a blan¬ 
ket rezoning,” Couvelier said. 

McDonald answered a ques¬ 
tion about the reduction of 
standard lot sizes from 8,400 
to 6,000 square feet without 
public hearings. 

Under the Municipal Act, 
the planner has power to 
change certain regulations, 
McDonald explained. In this 
case, »d6anich has instituted a 
policy which allows develop¬ 
ers to decrease lot sizes if do¬ 
nations are made to the mu¬ 
nicipality’s parkland fund. 

All the -candidates 
expressed opinions on the fu¬ 
ture of low-cost housing in 
Saanich. They all said some 
measures to ease the housing 
shortage are inevitable. 

Roy Wootten, a veteran of 
municipal hall as an aider- 
man and civil servant, said: 
“There’s no such thing as 
low-cost housing any more." 

Harold Todd, who served on 
council from 1957 to 1969, said 
there is a need in Saanich for 
multiple dwellings but not 
“barrack-like” high density 
developments. 

McDonald said areas which 
are already zoned for higher 
densities should be serviced 
so developers can make use 
of them. One such area is 
along the Gorge and should be 
serviced by a trunk sewer ex¬ 
tension, he said. 

Ovaries Goodman said com¬ 
munities should be allowed to 
decide, through their partici¬ 
pation in Saanich’s nevV com¬ 
munity plan, where such dev¬ 
elopments will be located. 

Mary Casilio said low-cosi 
housing programs are needed, 
but high density housing is 
not. ''Let’s not crowd people." 
she said.

Farmers face supreme test 
in national juvenile final 


OTTAWA (CP) - Clarence 
Campbell, National Hockey 
League president, predicts no 
professional sports league 
could. continue to operate in 
Canada if proposals for regu¬ 
lating professional and ama¬ 
teur sport in Bill C-2 to es¬ 
tablish a business competition 
policy are enacted. 

Campbell made the state¬ 
ment Wedesday in testimony 
before the Senate banking 
committee, which is conduct¬ 
ing public hearings prior to 
recommending changes to the 
bill within the next few 
weeks. 

The bill would bring for the 
first time all services, includ¬ 
ing sports under the authority 
of the Combines Investigation 
Act. 

It would become an indict¬ 
able offence, punishable by a 
two-year jaal term for anyone 
"who conspires, combines 
agrees or arranges with an¬ 


other person" to limit any 
players opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in a league or to negoti¬ 
ate with and play for the 
team of his coice. 

Campbell said this would in¬ 
terfere with sports leagues' 
efforts to maintain balanced 
competition among members 
teams.

B.C. rejects 
no-interest 
loans requests 


A request for interest-free 
loans totalling 527.5 million to 
offset additional costs of 
amalgamation to the cities of 
Kamloops and Kelowna has 
been turned down by the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

“I have advised the two 
municipalities that they will 
not be getting the non-interest 
loans,” Municipal Affairs 
Minister James Lorimer said 
in an interview Tuesday. 

“Whatever 1 promised at 
the time of amalgamation, 
they will get,” he said. 

The city of^Kamloops had 
submitted a request for an in¬ 
terest-free loan of 512.5 mil¬ 
lion for a recreational facility, 
fire protection, public works, 
a new city hall, and water, 
sewer and other utilities. 

Kelowna had requested a 
loan of 515 million to be paid 
back over 30 years. This In¬ 
cluded 58 million for beach, 
parks and recreation facili¬ 
ties, 52 million for public 
works, a new city hall and ad¬ 
ditional fire protection facili¬ 
ties. 

However, Lorimer did not 


rule out further assistance for 
the expanded cities. 

“Supplementary grants will 
be considered on the basis of 
need, just as they would be 
for any other municipality in 
the province. 

Aid. Tony Romano, Kam¬ 
loops finance committee 
chairman, said Wednesday 
the refulsal means that a 
start on the projects will be 
delayed for at least a year 
because the city now will 
have to prepare a new money 
bylaw and put it to a vote.

LONDON (UPI) -• The So¬ 
viet Union has ‘'outbuilt” the 
United States in ballistic nu¬ 
clear submarines and has 
doubled its naval force in the 
Indian Ocean where it now 
has base facilities from 
Yemen to India and Bang¬ 
ladesh, an expert report said 
Wednesday. * 

The report, prepared for the 
North Atlantic Assembly, said 
Russia has developed and de¬ 
ployed a fleet of ballistic mis¬ 
sile subs "comparable to and 
greater in number than the 
United States/* It' listed 41 
U.S. submarines as compared 
with 48 Soviet, with another 15 
under construction. » 

The North Atlantic Assem¬ 
bly — the inter-parliamentary 
assembly of the North Atlan¬ 
tic Treaty Organization — is 
holding a weeklong confer¬ 
ence, with U S. congressmen 
and Canadian and European 
lawmakers attending. Its mili¬ 
tary committee is handling 
the report on the security of 
the alliance. 

“The Soviet submarine 
force is now more capable 
and has outbuilt NATO in nu¬ 
clear powered submarines,” 
the report said. 


It said that despite detente 
Russia has introduced three 
new missile systems which, if 
fully developed along with 
multiple warheads, could give 
the soviet Union "tremendous 
superiority in numbers of 
warheads and throw-weight.” 

It also expressed anxiety 
over Russia’s growing push 
into the Indian Ocean, which 
it expects to be furthered by 
the reopening of the Suez 
Canal.

In the past couple ol weeks 
British Columbians have 
witnessed the emergence of 
two businessmen’s •‘unions.” 

It is of course true that the 
businessmen concerned 
B.C.’s landlords and the prov¬ 
ince’s independent Autoplan 
agents would normally not 
regard themselves as belong¬ 
ing to a union but rather to an 
assoeiaGon pledged to free en¬ 
terprise. 


But the irony is that both 
groups have been cornered by 
a socialist government into 
adopting the tactics, postures 
and vocabulary normally as¬ 
sociated with unions. 

The insurance agents went 
on "strike” Friday, just, three 
days after the organized land¬ 
lords had threatened "strike 
action” to protest the govern¬ 
ment's proposed 10.6 per cent 
rent ceiling.

manning "picket lines” 
which they hope other unions 
will "honor” and then- 
leaders want to take the 
whole issue to "arbitration.”

ICBC row 
erupts 
in house 

The dispute between the In¬ 
surance Corporation of B.C. 
and independent insurance 
agents erupted on the floor of 
the Legislature Wednesday 
with the Opposition charging 
tiie government with using 
"threats and intimidation” to 
get agents back on the .job. 

Transport and Com¬ 
munications Minister Robert 
Strachan denied the charges. 

But Opposition Leader Wil¬ 
liam Bennett waved a copy of 
a telegram sent to a Parks- 
ville insurance agency which 
stated that unless the agent 
concerned was back servic¬ 
ing ICBC accounts by Friday, 
his right to process govern-'' 
m e n i insurcmce business 
could be withdrawn. 

Strachan said ICBC officials 
had merely been in touch with 
all agents throughout the 
province to find out whether 
they were prepared to honor 
existing contracts. 

"All I wanted to know, all 
ICBC wanted to know, was 
who was in and who was out,” 
Strachan said. 

He admitted that a Nov. 15 
deadline had been given and 
he adm fitted that if agents 
told IGBC staffers that they- 
did not intend to return to 
ICBC business they were in¬ 
formed that their permits to 
work on ICBC policies could 
be withdrawn or that a rec¬ 
ommendation could toe .made 
to the provincial cabinet to 
cancel the licences. 

But he repeated that all 
ICBC wanted to know was 
who would lie working and 
| who wouldn’t. 

"These are independent bu- 
sinessmen'-^with the right to 
abandon tnftr businesses any¬ 
time they want.” Strachan 
said. "All I wanted to know 
was who was going to con¬ 
tinue and was going to exer¬ 
cise that right.” 

Strachan said he' had re¬ 
ceived no recent com¬ 
munications from the agents’ 
association regarding with¬ 
drawal of picket lines if the 
the government was willing to 
re-open negotiations. 

"We offered them more 
money than they got this 
year,” he said. "They reject¬ 
ed that. All 1 want to know 
now is who’s in and who’s 
out.” 

Strachan said he had been 
informed Tuesday afternoon 
that 176 agents had shown a 
willingness to return to work. 


269 had said they would not 
and 183 were undecided. 

Asked by Patrick Met Jeer 
(I^-Vancouver-point' Grey) if 
he would consider accepting 
the association as an official 
bargaining agency for the 
agents, Strachan indicated 
that he would not. 

"We recognize the associa¬ 


tion as the unofficial repre¬ 
sentatives," Strachan said. 
"We have negotiated with 
them. We gave them more 
money in January talked to 
them again in June, but by 
their performance so far I 
don’t think they can toe cer¬ 
tified as a responsible bar¬ 
gaining agency."

They are, as their name im¬ 
plies, businessmen agents. 

And despite their public 
demonstration o f fellow- 
feeling for their motor vehicle 
branch "counterparts” they 
surely did not expect these 
B.C. Government Union Enir 
ployees to honor their “pick- 
el” lines. 

If so they were in for a rude 
awakening. 

As a BCG EU spokesman 
neatly pul it: "They’re not 
our brothers, they are bu¬ 
sinessmen.” 

The spokesman went on to 
ask whether the agents would 
have honored BCGEU picket 
lines if motor vehicle bfanch 
personnel had been the ones 
on strike. 


By representing themselves 
to the public as "strikers", 
the insurance men no doubt 
feel they can gain some of the 
benefits that accrue to 
strikers — 1 and that the con¬ 
stant stream of publicity will 
lead to some form of arbitra¬ 
tion or independent appraisal 
of their position. 

The government meanwhile 
is adopting a hard line: these 
men are not strikers, they do 
not have the union umbrella, 
there can be no question of 
arbitration. 

However both the landlords’ 
and the agents' union-type 
posturing can be seen as 
more than mere opportunism. 

It is, they feel, their only 
response to a socialist govern¬ 
ment’s entry into fields tradi¬ 
tionally reserved for the pri¬ 
vate businessman. 


And as government enters 
more deeply into such fields 
the real estate men, say, 
could be next on the list —■ 
more of these businessmen’s 
"unions" could spring up. 

These "unions” might per¬ 
haps form their own "federa¬ 
tion” rivalling or complemen¬ 
ting that of the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Labor. 

This would of course mean 
a re-definition of the phrase 
"free enterprise" or rather its 
replacement with "two-tier 
socialism.”

The letters demanded 51 
million in Canadian currency 


and S250.000 in LLS. bills from 
each bank. 

They also demanded a long- 
range jetliner he readied at 
Toronto International Airport 
as fin escape plane. 

The letters referred to. a , 
group of extortionists, but po- j 
lice said later they believed j 
only one man was involved. 

The letters warned that if 
the banks failed to pay up, ni¬ 


tric acid bomb6 hidden in dec¬ 
orative aquarilums In both 
towers would he detonated by 
a telephone c all. 

The writer claimed the 
blasts would trigger explo¬ 


sions in large quantities of jet 
fuel allegedly concealed in the 
storage areas of the two 
huildings, destroying the 
towers. 

Police Constable Ronald 


Orossley. 36. substituting for a 
bank messenger, took two 
Brinks money hags stuffed 
with paper to a designated 
corner in the area. 

A taxi driver pulled up and 


showed him a piece of paper 
with a code word “For¬ 
tunate” — written on it. 

Crossley slipped into the 
rah and lay on the back seal' 
out of sight.

tion for the suspended teach¬ 
er. 

Clause 11 of the draft ad 
cadis for "the professional 
staff of a school (to be) given 
responsibility for general edu¬ 
cation policies and procedures 
in the school, acting within 
the provisions of the Public 
Schools Act and school board 
policy." 

The task force says adop¬ 
tion of the draft proposals 
would "give this federation an 
innovative and a more influ¬ 
ential role in determining the 
quality of education in this 
province." 

The task force proposals 
are signed by J. D. Mac- 
farlane. president of the 


BCTF; W. G. Broadley, R. J. 
Reilly, R. Mitchell, J.** R. 
Jones, Sue Granger, K. W. 
Douglas and D. C. Creamer. 

The proposals would nor¬ 
mally go to the next annual 
general meeting of the BCTF 
for approval or rejection, but 
that may not be necessary 
with the present document.

All condition* 

In the copy of the proposals 
obtained by The Colonist, the 
BCTF calls for local teacher 
associations to have the au¬ 
thority "over all conditions of 
employment and learning con¬ 
ditions.” It also gives the 
> BCTF control over all staff 
hiring from principals down. 

Clause 9 of the proposed 
legislation reads: "Local as¬ 
sociations are authorized to 
negotiate teacher salaries, all 
conditions of employment and 
learning conditions such as 
hours of work, procedures for 
grievances, transfers, the ap¬ 
pointment of principals, head 
teachers, vice-principals, 
school district supervisory 
personnel, procedures for 
school policy, decision-mak¬ 
ing, promotion, reports on 
teachers, leave of absence, 
class size and instructional 
time ."_ 

It goes on to say that local 
teachers associations would 
also be responsible for "in- 
service. personnel, materials 
and equipment available for 
instructional purposes, includ¬ 
ing school libraries, buildings 
and facilities and the deploy¬ 
ment of instructional and sup¬ 
portive personnel including li¬ 
brarians. councils and clerical 
personnel." 


Limited board* 

Clause 9 does acknowledge 
the continued existence of 
school boards, but in a limited 
way: "In determining the 
staffing of schools a school 
board shall consult with rep¬ 
resentatives of the local 
(teachers’) association or rep¬ 
resentatives of the school con¬ 
cerned prior to making any 
decision." 

The BCTF proposals also 
call for removal of the power 
of certification of teachers 
from the edu catio n depart¬ 
ment to the BCTF. 

Clause 5 deals with certifi¬ 
cation procedures and states: 
"A Teacher Certification 
Board to be established by the 
Minister of Education in con¬ 
sultation with the Federation 
— not fewer than seven 
members with the majority of 
the members nominated by 
the Federation. Provision for 
representatives of the public 
at large, the Minister, other 
institutions, associations or 
agencies having concern with 
the preparations, training or 
certification of teachers.” 


Teacher standards 

The draft act would also 
give the BCTF the authority 
to establish standards or cri¬ 
teria for the accreditation of 
teacher education institutions 
and programs subject to ap¬ 
proval by the minister of edu¬ 
cation. 

i The certification board 
Would have the power to 
make rules and regulations 
concerning the certification of 
teachers in B.C. and would 
ban from the classroom and 
from supervisory roles any 
persoh not holding a certifi¬ 
cate issued by the teacher- 
controlled Teacher Certifi¬ 
cation Board. 

Provision is made in the 
draft act for temporary staff. 

It would enable the certifi¬ 
cation board to issue "a con¬ 
ditional certificate on a short¬ 
term basis." 

"Where the membership of 
a teacher is suspended or can- 
felled the federation (BCTF) 
shall forthwith notify the cer¬ 
tification board of its ac¬ 
tions." ifT 

Suspension power 

The proposed Teaching Pro¬ 
fession Act would also give 
the BCTF "the authority, with 
the approval of the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor in Council,

ANN ARBOR, Mich. <UPI> 
A curious breed of com¬ 
munication erupted from 
basements and storefront of¬ 
fices across the ration during 
the heyday of student Ac¬ 
tivism. 

It was called the un¬ 
derground newspaper and it 
served as a forum for alterna¬ 
tive philosophies on just 
above every facet of life. 

During ttic halcyon days of 
the mid-1960s, an estimated 
600 underground newspapers 
surfaced in major cities and 
college campuses across the 
country. 

Today, you can count the 
survivors on one hand. 

A combination of financial 
instability and a growing dis¬ 
enchantment with the radical 
movement on the part of 
many readers buried most of 
the underground publications. 

But those that have side¬ 
stepped the stumbling blocks 
appear determined to keep 
underground communications 
alive and flourishing. 

"Most people think that 
we’re just lazy hippies that 
are too spaced out to do any¬ 
thing.’’ said David Fenton, a 
lanky, energetic. 22-year-old 
who has helped guide the Ann 
Arbor Sun through periods of 
financial and political distress 
ever since it hit the streets 
three and one-half years ago. 

"But we’re here to stay be¬ 
cause we’ve got responsi¬ 
bility to the community.” 

Tlie Sun, like the Boston 
Phoenix and the Berkely

NEW YORK (UPI) In 
the long run world oil prices 
are certain , to come down, 
U.S. Treasury Secretary Wil¬ 
liam Simon told the annual 
meeting of the American Pe¬ 
troleum Institute. 

He said that there may be 
further short-term price in¬ 
creases before the downturn 
starts but that “over the long 
ran, the question is no longer 
whether oil prices will come 
down but when they will come 
down." 

Meanwhile, Simon said, it is 
imperative that the United 
States put its own energy 
house in order, balance sup¬ 
ply and demand and develop 
new sources of energy to 
avoid dangerous dependence 
on foreign oil. He said failure 
to develop new energy 
sources will only result in a 
permanent posture of depen¬ 
dence that “will encourage 
further mischief and price 
gouging on theirJ>art.” 

The most immediate and 
best way the United States to 
expand its energy supplies is 
to end price-fixing regulation 
of natural gas, Simon said.^He 
said he disagreed witlr those 
who fear de-regulation of nat¬ 
ural gas will only run prices 
up. On the contrary, Simon 
said, it would eliminate many 
red tape and economic bar¬ 
riers to rapid expansion of 
gas production. 

Simon also said that in 
meeting with Arab leaders he 
had warned them - that their 
recent policies “not only are 
bad politics but are bad eco¬ 
nomics. They should recog¬ 
nize that they are exerting 
enormous pressure on the 
United States and other coun¬ 
tries to become more self-suf¬ 
ficient in oil.” 

Aijd he said rpliance on con¬ 
servation to achieve self suf¬ 
ficiency in energy is limited 
because total reliance p n that 
would lead to “massive new 
interventions by the govern¬ 
ment into private life and pri¬ 
vate industry.” 


Inflation

WASHINGTON (UPI) A 
spokesman for the nation’s 
chain supermarkets has of¬ 
fered some advice to inflation- 
stricken shoppers: Pray for 
better weather in 1975. 

Clarence Adamy, president 
of the National Association of 
Food Chains, toold a news con¬ 
ference : 

“We must pray for rational 
crop weather next year — not 
good weather, just rational 
weather . . . fair weather in 
1975 wiD help bring food prices 
down.” 

Adamy denied that super¬ 
market profits have triggered 
record food price's in many 
areas, suggesting the prime 
reasons included this year’s 
bad weather, rising worldwide 
demand, government restric¬ 
tions and high industry costs 
— including labor wages. 

“If wholesale and retail 
profits were cut to zero in the 
industry, it would lower the 
average American family’s 
food bill only 8 cents a week, 
Adamy said. 

He cited this year's “triple 
whammy” of heavy ’ early 
rain, later drought and early 
frost which did extensive 
damage to the nation’s grain 
crop — but added there were 
other reasons for high prices 
despite a food economy based 
heavily on grain. 

“I don’t want to use the 
.word blame,” he added, “but 
we must find a way to cut 
costs in the industry.”

<Iravestone carving has 
changed considerably since

ment." said Lifton, referring 
to the Canadian Svottish war 
memorial in Pioneer Square.

task of carving giant blocks of 
stone. 

"I used to spend weeks la¬ 
boring over lettering and 
dates in granite but today all 
this is cut in a stencil, laid on 
a block and the area exposed 
is sand Wasted*" When the 
form is removed, the letters 
remain moulded in high re¬ 
lief. 

Stencil cutting is really the 
only manual or creative facet 
of gravestone left to a carver. 

The sand used in the blast¬ 
ing machines is no longer 
sand but rather a chemical 
compound, alimin oxide. This 
material is more economical 
since it is reusable and very 
sharp. 

It is not sharp enough, how¬ 
ever, to cul large blocks of 
stone so this preparatory 
work is done in Vancouver 
and the stone is shipped to the 
Island. Stone used by Stewart 
Monumental Works comes 
from quarries in Quebec and 
northern Manitoba. 

"There used to be two gran¬ 
ite quarries in Jervis Inlet, 
just north of Sechelt Peninsu¬ 
la, hut they closed." 

Cliff Soady, stonemason at 
Mortimer’s Monumental 
Works, 633 David, orders the 
granite he uses from Sweden 
and it. too, is cut to size in 
Vancouver. 

He said it is cheaper to 
bring stone by sea from Swe¬ 
den than to pay rail charges 
from eastern Canada. 

The great change in monu¬ 
ment size is a result of new 
restrictions placed (^.styles 
of markers by cemeteries. 
Royal Oak Burial Park, for 
example, insists on slabs 
being flush with the ground so 
that lawn mowers can be 
driven over them, thus reduc¬ 
ing maintenance costs. 

With the advent of automa¬ 
tion and such new rules stone¬ 
masons are limited in what 
they can do. 

"A man came into the shop 
a few months ago and wanted 
to spend $1,000 on the graven 
stone of his wife," said Soady. 
"I had to tell hiip 1 could only 
make the regulation flatstone 

slab."

IDS ANGELES (UPI) — 
The Kerr Glass Manufac¬ 
turing Corp. said it will make 
refunds to consumers for 
home canning lids that failed 
to seal, and will reimburse 
home canners for food losses. 

The refunds will be on lids 
sold between November 1973 
and August 1974. 

"We have now concluded 
that a relatively small, but 
unknown quantity of lids, 
which were nbt - of the quality 
either we or our customers 
expect, were inadvertently 
shipped to a few states," said 
William A. Kerr, president. 

"Consistent with our history 
of standing behind the prod¬ 
ucts that bear our name, we 
are preparing a program for 
payment direct to consumers 
for Kerr lids that failed to 
seal and for food lost as a 
result of such failure. 

"I personally regret the dif¬ 
ficulties our customers suf¬ 
fered because of our sealing 
failure." 

Kerr said a lid sealing com- 
pound changed in accordance 
wilh federal directives did not 
al firsl produce consistent re¬ 
sults, and was modified for | 
1974 shipments. 

He said not all the lids con¬ 


taining the unmodified com¬ 
pound were removed from 
shipments to Washington, 
Oregon, California, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Ohio, Wisconsin, 
Idaho, Pennsylvania and Bli-

BOMBAY (CPI - A mar¬ 
riage has plunged India’s 
northern state of Himachal 
into political turmoil. 

When 68-year-old Y as want 
Parmar, chief minister of the 
state, married Satyawati 
Dang, his long-time political 
associate, he expected only 
congratulatory messages. 

Fifty-two-year-old M r s . 
Dang has been a widow for 
many years. She is the daugh¬ 
ter of an American convert to 
Hinduism who settled in India 
at the beginning of the centu¬ 
ry and brought about an 
"apple revolution" in the Hi¬ 
malayan mountain area. 

Parmar’s critics say that 
"he has handed over the reins 
of the state to a woman." 

Mrs. Dang has been a 
prominent member of the 
local ruling Congress Party. 
Male pohticans now feel that 
with the chief minister as her 
husband, she will dominate 
Himachal's politics even^ 
more. 

Chief Minister Parmar is 
also being blamed by Hindu 
right-wing elements for "not 
observing self-restraint even 
at the age of 68." 

According to the Himachal 
correspondent of the influen¬ 
tial New Delhi Hindustan 
Times, "many senior politi¬ 
cians. including members of 


the ruling party, feel that 
Parmar should resign after 
this most shocking action." 

„ But the Parmars do not 
lack enthusiastic supporters. 

Six ruling party legislators 
have hailed their wedding ^i''' 
"an ad of great courage." 

What the legislators ob¬ 
viously mean is that by mar¬ 
rying Mrs. Dang the chief 
minister has defied the tradi¬ 
tional Hindu taboo on remar¬ 
riage of widows.

Native messenger carries letter

SALISBURY, Rhodesia 
(CP) — Civilisation is ending 
the ancient African methods 
of long-distance communica¬ 
tion. 

In the old days, before the 
written word reached here, a 
number of different methods 
were used for passing impor¬ 
tant messages between chiefs, 
for warning of danger, for 
calling the tribesmen to¬ 
gether, or for just plain gos- 

«U>- 

The oldest method of pass¬ 
ing messages was toy word of 
mouth, using messengers. 

The chiefs of those days, 
when wishing to spread news, 
would send a swift messenger 
on foot. 

As animals became domes¬ 
ticated, men rode oxen when 
delivering messages, thus al¬ 
lowing the bearers to travel 
greater distances with less fa¬ 
tigue. 

Eventually, however, an¬ 
other system had to be found 
of conveying important and 
urgent'news. 

One of the reasons was the 
high mortality rate among 
bearers of bad news. A cus¬ 
tom grew among certain 
tribes of killing these messen¬ 


gers and naturally the job be¬ 
came unpopular. 

Also, in order to save their 
own lives, messengers devel¬ 
oped the habit of Standing a 
safe distance from a village 
when delivering bad news, 
shouting the communication 
to the first person seen, and 
then fleeing for safety. 

This, of course, led to mes¬ 
sages being incorrectly re¬ 
ceived and often meant the 
difference between life and 
death for the people. 

And fleeing didn't necessar¬ 
ily mean safety for the mes¬ 
senger, as he was often 
caught and killed by fresh 
pursuers before reaching his 
home village. 

Thus it became necessary 
for another system of com¬ 


munication to be found — at 
least for conveying the more 
unpopular type of message 
and so, the smoke and fire 
signal system came inUj 
being. 

At first it was crude and 
simple. By day a fire was 
lighted, damp grass to cause, 
thick smoke was piled on and 
the meaning conveyed 
usually the approach of 
danger. 

At night the fire was given 
free rein and could be seen 
from afar, passing on its mes¬ 
sage of danger. 

As time went on, it was 
found that by using damp 
skins or blankets, controlled 
bursts of smoke could be sent 
up, making a variety of sig¬ 
nals. 


The system was similar to 
that used by the Indians of 
North America. 

At night the fire could be 
screened, giving the effect of 
bursts of flame and conveying 
much the same meaning as 
the smoke signals. 

But as with its predecessor, 
this system was found to have 
its drawbacks. 

On numerous occasions rain 
put the tire out at the crucial 
moment and the people had to 
fall back on the old and slow 
method of sending a runner. 

And so another all-purpose, 
all-weather communication 
system was evolved-drums. 

One African, writing about 
the drums, said he thought 
the .system was similar to 
Morse code. 


Drums, because they could 
be used in all weather, be¬ 
came the main method of 
communication. 

With the drums only a limit¬ 
ed number of messages could 
be transmitted, but when it 
was found that by making 
drums of different sizes and 
different materials, a number 
of varying tones and pitches 
could be obtained, the range 
of messages was almost un¬ 
limited. 

The drums were made of 
wood, with a hole either in the 
end, in the centre, or In both 
ends. They were covered with 
thick wood veneers or with 
skins and were beaten with 
wood or bone sticks.

Mouthivashes 
to end plaque 

WASHINGTON (U^J) — A 
dental researcher has predict¬ 
ed that mouthwashes eventu¬ 
ally will be able to prevent j 
the formation on teeth of a 
filmy substance which is a 
major cause of gum disease 
and tooth loss. 

Dr. Ralph Phillips, research 
professor at the Indiana Uni¬ 
versity school of dentistry, 
said in a report prepared for 
a meeting of the American 
Society of Dentistry for Chil¬ 
dren that there have been a 
number of studies reporting 
on the effectiveness of various 
agents in prevention of the 
sticky, bacterial substance 
called plaque.

VANCOUVER (CPI Pro- 
jeetion of young people's 
fitness curves indicate: They 
could live to be 120 if they did 
all the right things, says a 
Vancouver cardiologist. 

But in order to reach that 
age. they have to be initially 
in the peak physical condition 
of a first-class athlete, main¬ 
tain the best condition for their 
ages throughout their lives 
and avoid disease, accidents 
and pollution, said Dr. John 
Osborne, director of the car¬ 
diology department of the 
Vancouver General Hospital. 

Osbourne said the possibili¬ 
ty of living until 120 is not far¬ 
fetched. He noted there are 
cases of people in the Soviet 
Union living to that age. 


By doing all the right things 


But people in poor physical 
shape are on a different 
curve, he said. They hit death 
lines in the 60 or 70s, if not 
sooner. 

Yel gradual improvements 
in litncss will help to straight¬ 
en out the sudden declines 
and push up a person’s curve 
toward that of the top ath¬ 
letes. 

Osborne said it’s usually too 
late for the average person to 
reach the ideal, but the shift 
offers such additional benefits 
as being able to enjoy life 
more, sleep better, get along 


with others better and in¬ 
crease activity. 

He had reservations about 
recent federal and provincial 
government fitness campaigns 
emphasizing the importance 
of jogging and fitness testing 
centres. 

He said emphasis on the 
word "exercise” is wrong. He 
preferred "activity.” Exer¬ 
cise implied an arduous (for 
some, masochistic) program, 
come sun or rain, pleasure or 
;\pain. 

Such an approach has an 80- 
per-cent failure rate within 
one year, he said. And to tell 


a person he must go jogging 
or he will get heart disease is 
not only unprovable but plays 
purely on fear, "and fear is a 
very poor motivator on a 
long-term basis.” 

Osborne said the first thing 
to do to improve fitness is to 
increase general, day-to-day 
activity. fi 

Secondly, people should fol¬ 
low active pursuits that inter¬ 
est them. They they would be 
motivated by pleasure, or re¬ 
ward or accomplishment. 

Above all, said Osborne, 
l>eople must abandon "this 


terrible craze” of trying to 
use machines in order to 
exert only the minimum of 
physical effort. 

For example, he suggested 
that Vancouver General Hos¬ 
pital employees, unless they 
have a medical problem, not 
be allowed to use elevators to 
travel one or two flights of 
stairs. 

"This could happen in other 
buildings; if you're not going 
past three floors, then walk. 

"We should start to think 
’How can we change our 
habits so that instead of doing 
the minimum activity we can, 
in fact, start to do more?’ ” 

Increased walking was a 
good way to get into shape. 
Then an individual could 
progress to sports, cycling or 
hiking, or whatever he enjoys.

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Prices sweeten beet grower pot 


PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE. 
Man. (CP). — The president of 
tiie Manitoba Sugar Beet 
Growers Association. William 
Ronald, says he doubts a 
suggested provincial sugar 
marketing agency could be ef¬ 
fective in keeping the lid on 
vising sugar prices. 

He said in an interview that 
if such a provincial agency 
was established, Manitoba 
sugar would “leak out" to 
markets in other provinces 
where prices are higher. A 
10-pound bag of white sugar 
now sells for $5.89 in Win¬ 
nipeg, similar to B.C. prices. 

Ronald, of Portage la 
Prairie, said Manitoba pro¬ 
duces about 11 per cent of 
Canada’s sugar and over the 
years has been generally self- 
sufficient in sugar, neither 
importing from other prov¬ 
inces nor exporting. 

The Manitoba cabinet has 
been considering establishing 
a government-appointed sugar 
marketing board that would 
control price changes but ag¬ 
riculture minister Sam Uskiw 
said rio decision has been 
reached. 

Ronald, whose association 
represents 500 producers 
growing beets for nearly 80 
million pounds of sugar a 
year, said he hoped there 
would be consultation with 
producers before any govern¬ 
ment action is taken. 

Harry Perrier, sales man¬ 
ager for Manitoba Sugar Co., 
a firm that has contracts with 
all sugar beet growers in 
Manitoba, said the wholesale 
price of sugar has been delib¬ 
erately held down. 

~ He'said Manitoba Sugar Co. 
has refused to sell sugar out¬ 
side the regional market area, 
which also includes a part of 
northwestern Ontario. 

Perrier said it would be 


possible, however, for a who¬ 
lesaler in Manitoba to buy 
sugar and ship it east, without 
the knowledge of Manitoba 
Sugar Co. He said it was im¬ 
possible to check such a 
move. 


A provincial government 
survey has estimated Mani¬ 
toba'sugar beet growers will 
have a net return of $563 per 
acre this year, compared with 
$95 in 1972. the last year for 


which accurate figures are 
available. 

Manitoba Consumer Affairs 
Minister Ian Turnbull said re¬ 
cent sugar price increases are 
“ridiculous" and the Mani¬ 
toba government would have 


as much authority to regulate 
sugar prices as it has to con¬ 
trol the price of milk. 

Turnbull said the govern¬ 
ment wants to reduce sugar 
prices and has not yet decided 
whether to intervene. The 


possible alternatives under 
sideration included a market¬ 
ing commission and an excess 
profits tax. 

However, Turnbull said he 
doubted that an excess profits 
tax would be constitutional. 


U.K. effort 
boon 

to salmon 


LONDON (UPI) — A power 
station caught a salmon in the 
River Thames Wednesday, 
and thereby hangs a tale. 

Salmon deserted the 
Thames more than a century 
ago because increasing pollu¬ 
tion fouled its waters. But 
British authorities have been 
working quietly for 20 years 
to clean up the Thames. Fish 
began to reappear in it. 

Wednesday Alwyn Wheeler 
of the Natural History Mu¬ 
seum completed his exami¬ 
nation of a fish trapped in the 
intake pipe of the West Thur¬ 
rock power station and pro¬ 
nounced it a genuine salmon, 
the first caught in the Thames 
in more than 100 years. 

Wheeler said it should be 
stuffed and put on permanent 
display at his museum.

B.C. Rail 
situation 
near 
normal 


VANCOUVER (UPI) - 
British Columbia Railway 
operations were near normal 
Wednesday after the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board or¬ 
dered an end to a week-long 
strjke by 550 B.C. Rail em¬ 
ployees. 

Tile board declared the 
strike illegal Tuesday night 
and the railway’s first freight 
train was back on the rails at 
Lillooett early Wednesday. 

The Canadian lltiidh of 
Transport - -Employees hatP 
made a bid to represent 
members of three of five 
shoperaft unions involved in 
the walkout, and the board 
ruled the strike was illegal 
while certification procedures 
were under way. 

Union sources said a strike 
may resume after completion 
of the certification vote. 

Officers of the five unions 
were instructed to call the 
men back to their jobs until 
completion of certification 
voting, a spokesman fur the 
labor board said preparation* 
fur the voting were under 
way. A B.C. Rail spokesman 
said no date had been set for 
resumption on negotiations.

Garden notes 




Seems to me that every 
gardener who owns his own 
home and feels reasonably 
well settled in it always gets 
the urge to plant some fruit 
trees, for there is no thrill in 
gardening that can compare 
with picking your own sunri- 
pened fruit from your very 
own trees in your o^n back¬ 
yard. 

Space is no longer a serious 
problem.. Very good dwarf 
trees are available from any 
nurseryman, and at reason- 
aby prices, and with these, 
even the smallest backyard 
can accommodate a few 
apples, pears and bush fruits. 

Thest dwarf trees come into 
bearing the second year after 
planting, doing away with thp 
long waiting period associated 
with the older non-dwarf 
kinds. 

★ ★ ★ 

I suspect, though, that a lot 
of folks are afraid to try their 
hand at growing fruit because 
they think the care and cul¬ 
ture is too difficult. 

The garden writers may be 
responsible for this attitude, 
harping on complicated 


pruning techniques and dwell¬ 
ing overly long on the need 
for involved spray programs 
to control pests and diseases. 

I’m afraid I am not without 
fault in this regard, but I 
' should pdint out that for every 
fruit-growing difficulty dis¬ 
cussed in this column, there 
must be hundreds of gar¬ 
deners who are enjoying 
home-grown fruit without any 
serious problems al all. 

Like crime, dope and juve¬ 
nile delinquency, it is the fail¬ 
ures and near failures that 
take up so much space in this 
column—the successes are not 
newsworthy. 

The thing to remember is 
lhat nearly all the govern¬ 
ment bullentins and textbooks 
on fruit-growing are written 
with the commercial grower 
in mind, with acres o f 
closely-planted^ trees. 

The problems of such or- 
chardists are far different 
with a couple) of dwarf trees 
in his backyard. 

Actually, the backyard 
trees need no more care than 
he would bestow upon hte lilac- 
bush or his roses. As far as 


pests, diseases and pruning 
are concerned, fruit' trees 
need less attention than roses. 

★ ★ ★ 

Take pests, for instance. In 
large orchards, the special- 
from those of the home owner 
ized insect parasites of the 
apple tree tend to multiply 
with frightening rapidity be¬ 
cause of the abundance of 
their natural food and the 
shortage of their natural ene¬ 
mies. 

Once an infestation gets 
started, it spreads like wild¬ 
fire from tree to tree and 
from orchard to orchard, 
hence the need for regular 
and thorough sprayings at the 
proper times. 

* In the home garden, howev¬ 
er. these specialized pests of. 
say. the ajjple tree have a 
much more difficult time. 

They can't find your few 
trees as easily, for one thing, 
and their natural enemies— 
the ladybird beetles and other 
predator insects—are plentiful 
in all the other plants that 
make up {he home garden. 


This mixed population of 
plants is a great safeguard 
against serious insect infesta¬ 
tion. 

1 wouldn’t go so far as to 
say you can get along withoui 
any spraying at all-^although 
many home gardners do gel 
away with it—but it is suf¬ 
ficient to have somp all-piiiv 
pose fruit tree spray or dust 
handy and simply give your 
trees a squirt of the stuff 
when trouble is noticed. 

Careful and systematic 
pruning is necessary in the 
commercial orchard to keep 
the trees the right size and 
shape for economic harvest¬ 
ing, but pruning needn't be a 
bugbear in the home garden. 

Espalier and cordon-trained 
trees growing against walls 
and fences need regular prun¬ 
ing by a fairly rigid system, 
hut the ordinary bush or stan¬ 
dard tree growing in the open 
needs only a simple thinning 
of overcrowded or badly 
placed branches, the removal 
of any dead or diseased wood, 
and a 1111 ]r- shortening of thp 
branch tips.

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Krishna cult 
still growing 


BOMBAY (CP) — Sacred 
Hindu music fills the air as 
hundreds of worshippers 
throng the famous Sri Krishna 
Temple in suburban Wadala. 

Among' them are several 
foreigners who ' have settled 
down in India as members of 
the growing Krishna cult. 

Suddenly, a bearded old 
man in orange robes jumps 
upon a wooden platform and 
shouts “Save Lord Krishna 
from his enemies! Save our 
temple from the conspira¬ 
tors !” 

Within seconds the entire 
gathering pours into the street 
and forms into a procession 
■ joined by hundreds of men. 
women and children. 

The enemies and the con¬ 
spirators are Bombay’s liquor 
merchants, one of whom has 
been permitted by the city 
government to set up a liquor 
shop next to the temple. 

Followers of Krishna, the 
most popular of the Hindu 
gods, see the move as a delib¬ 
erate insult to their religion. 

The agitation has gathered 
wide public support. 


Chandulal Sadajiwat. an of¬ 
ficial of the All-India Hindu 
League, said it will continue 
till the government issues an 
onder banning the location of 
liquor stores near religious 
places. 

“This is not a movement for 
prohibition.” said Swami 
Narayan, a religious leader. 
“We don't care if the govern¬ 
ment wants to make tons of 
money by permitting the 
opening of more wane shops in 
Rombay. But we will not 
allow liquor to be sold near a 
house of God." 

Rev. Thomas Fernandez, a 
Roman Catholic priest, and 
Moslem leaders support the 
campaign. 

Ten Krishna followers are 
on a 24-hour “relay fast" out¬ 
side the temple. When one 
group of 10 ends Its fast, an¬ 
other takes over.

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Victoria candidates hammer popular themes

The race for four seat s on 
Victoria city council has been 
marked by the absence of 
clearly-defined local issues. 

Except for some vague 
charges that city council is 
holding too many secret meet¬ 
ings. the 11 aldermamc can¬ 
didates have fought their 
campaign on issues that can’t 
be solved on a municipal level 
alone. 

The need for better public 
transit, the housing crisis, the 
financial plight of pensioners, ( 
and the increasing tax burden 
piled on the shoulders of prop¬ 
erty owners — these are some 
of the problems candidates 
expounded on during the elec¬ 
tion campagin. 

The reason for the lack of 
"gut issues” is perhaps the 
fact the Capital Region Board 
is being charged with the re¬ 
sponsibility for more and 
more functions previously ad¬ 
ministered by municipalities. 

Health services, sewage, 
over-all planning, and social 
services are just some of the 
fields over which municipal¬ 
ities have lost jurisdiction. 

Voter interest, as usual, has 
been low. The only exception 
was a lively meeting two 
weeks ago of elderly residents 
of James Bay who grilled 
candidates on a wide range of 
subjects for about two hours. 

Here is a brief summary of 
candidates, their platforms, 
and backgrounds. 

The candidates are listed in 
alphabetical order: and x pre¬ 
ceding a name denotes an in¬ 
cumbent; an R following a 
name indicates that the can¬ 
didate is also running for a 
regional board seat. 

Cornelius Babie has gone to 
great length not to declare his 
platform. __ 

He has, indicated however, 
that he isn't satisfied with the 
red tape residents have to put 
up with to get city hall co¬ 
operation. 

As an example- Babie has 
pointed out the difficulties he 
experienced when he wanted 
to relocate his automobile 
dealership last year. 

City council, he has said, 
used a technicality to reject 
his application to build on 
Finlay son, just off Blanshard. 

Less “harassing” of people 
by city hall, according to 
Babie, should be one of the 
voters' major demands. 

x Sam Bawlf, running for a 
second term on council, says 
he is committed to “continued 
hard work to solve the prob¬ 
lems facing the city.”

With the shortage of money 
and high interest rates, this 
delay is detrimenal to the 
housing market, he says. 

x Percy Frampton (R). a 
veteran of nine years on city 
council is running on a “no- 
promises-I-can’t-keep“ plat- 
fortn. 

He promises to work for 
Victorians wnth the same 
vigor as in the past. 

As chairman of council’s 
housing committee, F'rampton 
says he's very much aware of 
the housing crisis and he says 
he’ll do everything possible to 
help solve the problem.

N-plants’ 
security 
tougher 
in U.S- 


WASHINGTON (DPI) — 
The Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion has outlined tough new 
security pleasures, including 
bullet resistent windows and 
doors, for nuclear power 
plants and fttel shippers to 
guard against sabotage and 
theft of atomic materials, 

The proposed regulations 
toughen rules that went into 
effect last December to pro¬ 
tect the nation’s growing nu¬ 
clear industry from terrorists 
and atomic blackmailers. 

The new measures become 
effective after appeal periods 
of, 30 to 60 days and would 
regime each of the 50 com¬ 
mercial nuclear power plants 
now licensed to operate to 
have a physical security orga¬ 
nization. 

They also w ould ord er 
plants to establish such pro¬ 
tective systems as monitored 
isolation zones around fences 
and bullet-resistent windows 
and doors for reactor control 
rooms. 

Firms shipping significant 
amounts of uranium and plu¬ 
tonium would have to use spe¬ 
cially designed trucks or ar¬ 
mored cars with two armed 
guards ami accompanied by 
one or two escort vehicles 
carrying armed guards. 

The new regulations in¬ 
crease the number of guards 
required for rail shipments 
From two to five and specify 
that no container weighing 
less than 5,000 pounds may be 
shipped on open rail cars. 

The AEC said there have 
been no known thefts of nu¬ 
clear plants to cause a safety 
problem. But a spokesman 
said the new restrictions were 
required because of the grow¬ 
ing number of plants and fuel 
~ pments. 

The commission also pro¬ 
posed in August to permit the 
use of plutonium to fuel nu¬ 
clear power plants where only 
uranium is now used. This 
pro|)osal drew strong criti¬ 
cism in September from Sens. 
Walter Mondalc. D-Minn., and 
Philip Hart, D-Mich., w-ho 
said it endangered the public. 

Mondale and Hart said sev¬ 
eral |)Ounds of plutonium are 
enough for a crude atomic 
bomb "and a commission de¬ 
cision to authorize the com¬ 
mercial use of plutonimum 
here and abroad must drama¬ 
tically increase the risk that 
plotonium might be stolen by 
determined groups of terror¬ 
ists. blackmailers or other 
criminals."

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Earth people work on Martian time here

DENVER, Colo. — While 
most of the country is worry¬ 
ing about inflation and an as¬ 
sortment of other problems, a 
little band of space scientists 
and engineers is more con¬ 
cerned with what’s going on 
in a unique building south of 
this mile-high city. 

Inside this five-storey space 
simulation vacuum chamber 
at Martin Marietta’s 
6.000-acre aerospace centre, 
the sun rises and sets every 
24.5 hours, the temperatures 
range between 180 degrees 
below to 95 degrees above 
zero and earth people work on 
Martian time. 

The name of this particular 
game is to send a Viking 
spacecraft through the rigors 
of operating on the surface of 
the planet Mars. It’s part of a 
flight qualification program 
preluding launch of unmanned 
spaceships next summer. 

Martin Marietta is prime 
contractor for NASA's Viking 
project envisioning a landing 
and exploration of the red 
planet in 1976 - hopefully on 
July 4, just 200 years after the 
nation’s birth. 

“It will work,’* insists 
Walter Lowrie, Martin 
Marietta vice president and 
boss of the Viking program. 

“The spacecraft will sample 
•he soil, measure the Martian 
atmosphere and photograph 
the surface. And it will 
process the data and transmit 
the information to earth." 

t 

Lowrie’s optimism stems 
from results of tests conduct- . 
ed on the Viking lander 
“proof" model. 

Two Viking spacecraft are 
scheduled to be launched next 
August aboard separate Titan 
m-Centaur rockets for the 
11-month, 400 million-mile 
journey to Mars. 

The meticulous creation of 
Mars-like conditions in the 
vacuum chamber resembles a 
Hollywood production. The 
Martian sun is simulated by 
eight powerful xenon lamps 


which make the familiar 
kleigs used in premiere or 
shopping center openings look 
like flashlights. 

Carbon dioxide was pumped 
inside to simulate the Martian 


atmospherp. Then extemeiy 
cold liquid hydrogen was 
pumped through the chamber 
walls to produce tempera¬ 
tures typical of a Martian 
day. 


Scientists and engineers on 
the project set their watches 
and clocks to the 24.5-hour 
Martian day. On Mars the sun 
rises at this bme of year 
when it's evening on earth. 



The Viking proof model, a 
won’t-fly replica of the two- 
mission spacecrafts, was built 
and programmed to operate 
just as it would have on Mars. 

Open boxes of soil, similar 
in texture to that scientists 
expect to find near the Viking 
landing site, were placed in 
front of the spaceship "stand- 
in." It’s 11-foot boom scooped 
up samples and deposited the 
soil inside the heavily in¬ 
strumented craft for analysis. 

On the Martian surface, the 


instruments will analyse the 
soil for inorganic materials 
such as basic chemical ele¬ 
ments, for organic materials 
and signs of living organisms. 

Lowrie says the Viking’s au¬ 
tomated soil analysis labora¬ 
tory (an X-ray fluorescence 
spectrometer) correctly iden¬ 
tified a wide range of soil 
components from a specially 
mixed sample. 

In other tests the small 
magnet on the soil sampler 
arm captured and separated 


magnetic materials from the 
soil to help scientists deter¬ 
mine magnetic f metallic V pro¬ 
perties on Mars. 

The twin "‘Viking cameras, 
oj>erating as they will on the 
planet, snapped 100 pho¬ 
tographs of the activities in 
black and white, color, stereo 
and infrared. They verified 
the resolution (sharpness) 
and depth perception scien¬ 
tists hope to get from the pic¬ 
tures radioed back from 
Mars. 


Viking meteorology in¬ 
struments measured various 
speeds and pressures of hard- 
blowing carbon dioxide, simu¬ 
lating the measuring of winds 
on the red planet. 

The highly sensitive seis¬ 
mometer, designed to pick up 
any evidence of planetary 
quakes, recorded the slightest 
movement, even the footsteps 
of scientists and engineers 
working outside the big steel 
chamber.

again a! Deep Bay. 

The highway* department 
proposal would bypass the 
Parksville. French Creek and 
Qualicum Beach area* lo the 
*outh and west, joining the 
Island Highway north of Qua¬ 
licum Beach. 

The proposal will still make 
It necessary to drive a twist¬ 
ing road south of Deep Bay 
with many rail crossings, 
McKnight said. 

"It’s also interesting to note 
that their route will pass 
through farmland, which the 
province is so interested in 
preserving,” McKnight said. 

He added, construction of 
the Boosters’ proposed route 
would enable the development 
of a road between the new 
highway and Port Alberni.

Rloedel said ihe company 
does not expect additional 
layoffs at the present. 

As of Nov. 6. he said, the 
company had laid off 213 men 
at the Somass sawmill and 
shingle »mj 11. fin at the Alberni 
Pacific division sawmill and 
100 men at the Alberni ply¬ 
wood division. 

The plywood factory Is 
operating on two shifts. The 
company laid off the night 
shift Oct. 18. 

However, if lumber markets 
do not improve in the new 
year, Patenaude is prepared 
to see sales at his and other 
stores go down. 

“Your guess is as good a* 
mine whist happens afler 
Christmas." he said. 

If the logging divisions of 
MacMillan Bloedel get enough 
logs stockpiled and there is 
not a market for the remain¬ 
ing lumber, layoffs may occur 
there, he predicted.

Cowichan band chief Dennis 
Alphonse ^old The Colonist 
that fisheries officer Ed 
Armstrong had suggested that 
changes in closure will take 
place after tonight’s meeting 
with the Cowichan hand food 
committee. 

The fisheries closure was 
put on the river because of 
low wajgr levels in September 
and October, but Alphonse 
said the fisheries department 
may lift the ban because* of 
heavy rains in the past few 
day*. 

Since the closure, seven 
people have been charged 
with illegal fishing and have 
pleaded not guilty. Trial date 
is set for January. 

“A lot of the band members 
who are working don’t need 
the fish to eat, but there are 
ones who do need the fish and 
they're the ones that are out 
there fishing."

More paramedics needed 
in remote areas of B. C. 


PORT RENFREW, Pa¬ 
tients at this southern Van¬ 
couver Island community ap¬ 
preciated Drs. Dale and Joan 
Stogryn so much they tried to 
keep them here with a peti¬ 
tion. 

The hushand-and-wife team 
spent a season with commer¬ 
cial fishermen off Vancouver 
Island after a plea from the 
United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers' Union to provincial 
Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke. 

Joan said Ihe season ran a 
hit late this year and they had 
to leave Port Renfrew before 
it ended. 

The Stogr.vnrf will be mak¬ 
ing a report or> their experi¬ 
ences to the Emergency 
Health Service* Commission. 
They say there is a need for 
more doctor* and. firstaid- 
trained people or paramedic* 
in remote areas of the British 
Columbia coast. 

The Stogryns started the 
season at Goose Bay, 50 mjles 
nirth of Port Hardy on north¬ 
west Vancouver Island. Their 
only access was by air or 
water. 

"The company estimated 
there were 1.000 to 2,000 fi- 
shopmen in the area." said 
Dale. The two young doctors 
were chosen because they had 
just finished interning at 
Royal Columbian Hospital in 
N_e_vv Westminster. They 
gained experience in dealing 
with severe accidents and 
general practice cases during 
their work with numerous 
traffic victims and outpatients 
in the hospital's emergency 
department. 

•loan said they treated 
about 75 fishermen at Goose 
Bay. 

Dale said they had to fly out 
one. person with an injured 
hack and two others were re¬ 
ferred to hospital. Mostly they 
handled small cases 
sprains, skin poisonings from 
handling fish and stings from 
red jelly fish. 


But at Port Renfrew, a fish¬ 
erman was whipped into the 
sea hy a rope snaked around 
his leg as it was pulled tight 
by a power skiff. His ankle 
was so severely broken It pro¬ 
truded through the skin. 

“He lost a lot of blood and 
also got dunked in the water 
for five to 10 minutes, which 
doesn't help because of the 
cold, said Joan. 

He ^"as transferred to a 
Victoria hospital within two 
hours. 

“However it gave me time 
to stabilize the patient and the 
whole thing went smoothly,*' 
Joan said. 


One problem with being 
doctors lo fishing fleets i* the 
same as being a doctor in 
remote areas, the Stogryns 
said ' the isolation of the pa¬ 
tients.' 

Dale said many patients 
stayed away because a trip to 
the doctor would mean a two- 
hour boat ride or more. 

Joan said an ideal situation 
would be to have more doc¬ 
tors ai strategic points in re¬ 
mote areas and more parame¬ 
dics who could be on the spot 
at an emergency. There are 
first-aid-trained men working 
for fishing and logging com¬ 
panies on the coast now, but 
pot enough, she said.

Glacier National Park

WASHINGTON, D.C. — A 
global network of protected 
natural areas is being es¬ 
tablished by more than a 
dozen nations to monitor, 
study, and report on man’s 
impact on the world en¬ 
vironment. Within the next 
year, some 50 to BO countries 
are expected to have desig¬ 
nated “biosphere reserves" 
as part of this UNESCO-spon¬ 
sored program, called Man 
and the Biosphere (MAB). 

The biosphere is the thin, 
life-supporting layer of the 
earth's surface. 

So far, the United States 
has named 20 large, diver¬ 
sified natural areas as re¬ 
serves ; other participating 
countries include Britain, 
France, the Soviet Union. 
Austria, Brazil, the Philip¬ 
pines, Malaysia. Thailand, In¬ 
donesia, Poland, Australia, 
and Senegal. 

“Biosphere reserves will he 
experimental areas where 
studies are conducted of liv¬ 
ing, changing plant and ani¬ 
mal systems, how they relate 
to each oth», and how 
man's activities offset.and are 
affected by them,'' Christian 
A. Herter Jr., special assis¬ 
tant for environmental affairs 
for the U.S. Secretary of 
State, told MAB delegates at 


a recent planning, conference 
in Washington. 

“The biosphere reserve pro¬ 
gram is only one of the MAB 
projects, but a very important 
one," stresses Michel Batisse, 
UNESCO's director of the De¬ 
partment of Environmental 
Science and Natural Re¬ 
sources research. 

Other related fields of study 
include all major types of nat¬ 
ural areas—tropical and tem¬ 
perate forests, coastal ,zones, 
mountains and tundra, grass¬ 
lands, island ecosystems and 
deserts, as well as urban sys¬ 
tems and the impact of fertil¬ 
izers, pesticides, man-made 
structures, and pollution.

phere reserves, an effort was 
made to set aside a full, rep¬ 
resentative range of natural 
areas from Arctic tundra to 
deserts. Both pristine and 
man-modified areas were cho¬ 
sen to allow monitoring com¬ 
parison. 

The reserves, consequently, 
serve two purposes: havens 
for plant and animal species, 
and protected genetic pools 
that allow continuing evolu¬ 
tion and scientific workshops 
to record the rates of change 
and learn more about meth¬ 
ods of speeding environm< 
recovery. 

Most of the U.S.-designated 
reserves are either national 
parks or experimental forests 
managed by the Departments 
of the interior and Agricul¬ 
ture. The list includes the 
Olympic. Great Smoky and 
Rocky Mountains; Mt. McKin¬ 
ley, Yellowstone, Glacier, 
Everglades and Big Bend na¬ 
tional parks; as well as 
forests, grasslands and wil¬ 
derness areas in Colorado. 
Oreogn, Puerto Rico, New 
Mexico, Alaska, Arizona, and 
the Virgin Islands. 

The largest world reserve 
eventually may be in the Am¬ 
azon region of Brazil, where 
some 54,000 square miles (an 
area the size of Florida), is al¬ 
ready protected as part of a 
national environmental plan.

lakes, emerging on the coast 
again at Deep Bay. 

The highways department 
proposal would bypass the 
Parksville, French Creek and 
Qualioum Beach areas to the 
south and west, joining the 
Island Highway north of Qua¬ 
licum Beach. 

The proposal will Still make 
it necessary to drive a twist¬ 
ing road south of Deep Bay 
with many rail crossings. 
McKnight said. 

"It's valso interesting to note 
that their route will pass 
through farmland, which the 
province is so interested in 
preserving.” McKnight said. 

He added, construction of 
the Boosters’ proj>osed route 
would enable the development 
of a road between thp new 
highway and Port Alberni, 
using existing logging roads 
and the logging railway right- 
of-way immediately west of 
Home Lake.

Doctors’ report 


More paramedics needed 
in remote areas of B.C. 


PORT RENFREW, Pa¬ 
tients at this southern Van¬ 
couver Island community ap¬ 
preciated Drs. Dale and Joan 
Stogryn so much ihey tried to 
keep them here with a peti¬ 
tion. 

The, husband-and-wife team 
spent a season with commer¬ 
cial fishermen off Vancouver 
Island after a plea from the 
United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers' Union to provincial 
Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke. 

Joan said the season ran a 
bit late this year and they had 
to leave Port Renfrew before 
it ended. 

The Stogryns will be mak¬ 
ing a report on their experi¬ 
ences to the Emergency 
Health Services Commission. 
They say theYe is a need for 
more doctors and first-aid- 
trained people oi* paramedics 
in remote areas of the British 
Columbia coast. 

The Stogryns started the 
season at Goose Bay. 50 miles 
n^rth of Port Hardy on north¬ 
west Vancouver Island. Their 
only access was by air or 
water. 

"The company estimated. 
there were 1.000 to * 2,000 fi¬ 
shermen in the area," said* 
Dale. The two young doctors 
were chosen because they had 
just finished interning at 
Royal Columbian Hospital in 
New Westminster. They 
gained experience in dealing 
with severe accidents and. 
general practice cases during 
their work with numerous 
traffic victims and outpatients 
in the hospital’s emergency 
department. 

Joan said they treated 
about 75 fishermen at Goose~ 
Bay. 

Dale said they had to fly out 
one person with an injured 
back and two others were re¬ 
ferred to hospital. Mostly they 
handled small ** cases —* 
sprains, skin poisonings 'from 
handling fish and stings from! 
red jelly fish. 


But at Port Renfrew, a fish¬ 
erman \vas whipped into the 
sea by a rope snaked around 
bis leg as if was pulled tight 
by a power skiff. His ankle 
was so severely broken it pro¬ 
truded through the skin. 

"He lost a lot of blood and 
also got dunked in the water 
for five to 10 minutes, which 
doesn’t help because of the 
cold, said Joan. 

He was. transferred to a 
Victoria hospital within two 
hours. 

"However it gave me time 
to stabilize the patient and the 
whole thing went smdothly,” 
Joan said. 


One problem with being 
doctors to fishing fleets Is the 
same as being a doctor in 
remote areas, the Stogryns 
said — the isolation of the pa¬ 
tients. 

Dale said many patients 
stayed away because a trip.to 
the doctor would mean a two- 
hour boat ride or more. 

Joan said an ideal situation 
would be to have more doc¬ 
tors al strategic points in re¬ 
mote areas and more parame¬ 
dic^ who could be on the spot 
at an emergency. There are 
first-aid-trained men working 
for fishing and logging com¬ 
panies on the coast now, but 
not enough, she said.

Farmers face supreme test 
in national juvenile final 


OTTAWA (CP) Clarcnc& 
Campbell, National Hockey 
League president, predicts no 
professional sports league 
could continue to operate in 
Canada if proposals for regu¬ 
lating professional and ama¬ 
teur sport in Bill C-2 to es¬ 
tablish a business competition 
policy are enacted. 

Campbell made the state¬ 
ment Wedesday in testimony 
before the Senate banking 
committee, which is ^conduct¬ 
ing public hearings prior to 
recommending changes to the 
bill within the next few 
weeks. 

The bill would bring for the 
first time all services, includ¬ 
ing sports under the authority 
of the Combines Investigation 
Act. 

It would become an indict¬ 
able offence, punishable by a 
two-year jaal term for anyone 
"who conspires, combines 
agrees or arranges with an¬ 


other person" to limit any 
players opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in a league or to negoti¬ 
ate with and play for the 
team of his coice. ^ 

Campbell said this woilld in¬ 
terfere with sports leagues' 
efforts to maintain balanced 
competition among members 
teams. 


The proposals in the bill 
would result in eventual elimi¬ 
nation of all the teams that 
had less skilled ^players or in¬ 
adequate finances to build up 
its team, he said. 

"It is bard to conceive of>a 
single regulation or rule in 
professioal s|>orts that is not 
basically in direct contraven¬ 


tion of the literal text of the 
Combines Investigation Act.'j 
he said. 

He suggested the proposals 
be removed from Bill C-2 en¬ 
tirely. "What is required, if 
anything ... is the passing of 
legislation for the protection 
of the individual player."

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By doing all the right things 


VANCOUVER (CP) - Pro¬ 
jection of young people's 
fitness curves indicate: They 
could live to be 120 if they did 
all the right things, says a 
Vancouver cardiologist. 

But in order to reach that 
age, they have to be initially 
in the peak physical condition 
of a first-class athlete, main¬ 
tain the best condition for their 
ages throughout their lives 
and avoid disease, accidents 
and pollution, said Dr. John 
Osborne, director of the car- 
diology department of the 
Vancouver General Hospital. 

Osbourne said the possibili-. 
ty of living until 120 is not far¬ 
fetched. He noted there are 
cases of people in the Soviet 
Union living to that age. 


But people in poor physical 
shape are on a different 
curve, he said. They hit death 
lines in the 60 or 70s, if not 
sooner. 

Yet gradual improvements 
in fitness will help to straight¬ 
en out the sudden declines 
and push up a person’s curve 
toward that of the top ath¬ 
letes. v 

Osborne said it’s usually too 
late for the average person to 
reach the ideal, but the shift 
offers such additional benefits 
as being able to enjoy life 
more, sleep better, get along 


with others better and in¬ 
crease activity. 

He had reservations about 
recent federal and provincial 
government, fitness campaigns 
emphasizing the importance 
of jogging and fitness testing 
centres. 

He said emphasis *on the 
word "exercise" is wrong*He 
preferred "activity." Exer¬ 
cise implied an arduous (for 
some, masochistic) pBJgram, 
come sun or rain, pleasure or 
pain. 

Such an approach has an 80- 
per-cent failure rate within 
one year, he said. And to tell 


a person he must go jogging 
or he will get heart disease is 
not only improvable but plays 
purely on fear, "and fear is a 
very poor motivator on m 
long-term basis.” 

Osborne said the first thing 
to do to improve fitness is to 
increase general, day-to-day 
activity. 

Secondly, people should fol¬ 
low active pursuits that inter¬ 
est them. They they would be 
motivated by pleasure, or re¬ 
ward or accomplishment. 

Above all, said Osborne, 
people must abandon "this 


tefrible craze” of trying to 
use machines in order to 
exert only the minimum of 
physical effort. 

For example, he suggested 
that Vancouver General Hos¬ 
pital employees, unless they 
have a medical problem, not 
be allowed to use elevators to 
travel one or two flights of 
stairs. 

"This could happen in other 
buildings; if you’re not going 
past three floors, then walk. 

"We should start to think 
‘How can we change our 
habits so that instead of doing 
the minimum activity we can, 
in fact, start to do more?’ ” 

Increased walking was a 
good way to get into shape. 
Then an individual could 
progress to sports, cycling or 
hiking, or whatever he enjoys.

PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE. 
Man. (CP) — The president of 
the Manitoba Sugar Beet 
Growers Association. William 
Ronald, says he doubts a 
suggested provincial sugar 
marketing agency could be ef¬ 
fective in keeping the lid on 
rising sugar prices. 

lie said in an interview that 
if such a provincial agency 
was established, Manitoba 
sugar would "leak out” to 
markets in other provinces 
where prices are higher. A 
10-pound bag of white sugar 
now sells for 155.89 in Win¬ 
nipeg, similar to B.C. prices. 

Ronald. . of Portage la 
Prairie, said Manitoba pro¬ 
duces about U per cent of 
Canada’s sugar and over the 
years has been generally self- 
sufficient in sugar, neither 
importing from other prov¬ 
inces nor exporting. 

The Manitoba cabinet has 
been considering establishing 
a'government-appointed sugar 
marketing board that would 
control price changes but ag¬ 
riculture minister Sam Uskiw 
said no decision has been 
reached. 

Ronald, whose association 
represents 500 producers 
growings beets for nearly 80 
million pounds of sugar a 
year, said he hoped there 
would be consultation with 
producers before any govern¬ 
ment action is taken. 

Harry Ferrier. sales man¬ 
ager for Manitoba Sugar Co., 
a firm that has contracts with 
all sugar beet growers in 
Manitoba, said the wholesale 
price of su^fcr has been delib¬ 
erately held down. 

He said Manitoba Sugar Co. 
has refused to sell sugar out¬ 
side the regional market area, 
which also includes a part of 
northwestern Ontario.

Garden notes 


Seems to me that every 
gardener who owns his own 
home and feels reasonably 
well settled in it always gets 
the urge to plant some fruit 
trees, for there is no thrill in 
gardening that can compare 
with picking your own sunri- 
pened fruit from your very 
own trees in your own back¬ 
yard. 

Space is no longer a serious 
problem.. Very good dwarf 
trees are available from any 
nurseryman, and at reason- 
aby prices, and with these, 
even the smallest backyard 
can accommodate a few 
apples, pears and bush fruits. 

Thest dwarf trees come into 
bearing the second year after 
planting, doing away with the 
long waiting period associated 
with the older non-dwarf 
kinds. 

★ ★ ★ 

I suspect, though, that a lot 
of folks are afraid to try their 
hand at growing fruit because 
they think the care and cul¬ 
ture is too difficult. 

The garden writers may be 
responsible for this attitude, 
harping on complicated 


pruning techniques and dwell¬ 
ing overly long on # the need 
for involved spray'programs 
to control pests and diseases. 

I’m afraid I am not without 
fault in this regard, but 1 
should point out that for every 
fruit-growing difficulty dis¬ 
cussed in this column, there 
must be hundreds of gar¬ 
deners who are enjoying 
home-grown fruit without any 
serious problems at all. 

Like crime, dope and juve¬ 
nile delinquency, it is the fail¬ 
ures and near failures that 
take up so much space in this 
column—the successes are not 
newsworthy. 

The thing to remember is 
that nearly all the govern¬ 
ment bullentins and textbooks 
on fruit-growing are written 
with the commercial grower 
in mind, with acres o f 
closely-planted trees. 

The problems of such or- 
chardists are far different 
with a couple of dwarf trees 
in his backyard. 

Actually, the backyard 
trees need no more care than 
he would bestow upon his lilac 
bush or his rases. As far as 


pests, diseases and pruning 
are concerned, fruit trees 
need less attention than roses. 

★ ★ ★ 

Take pests, for instance. In 
large orchards, the special- 
from those of the home owner 
ized insect parasites of the 
apple tree tend to multiply 
with frightening rapidity be¬ 
cause of the abundance of 
their natural food and the 
shortage of their natural ene¬ 
mies. 

Once an infestation gets 
started, it spreads like wild¬ 
fire from tree to tree and 
I ram orchard to orchard, 
hence the need for regular 
and thorough sprayings at the 
..proper times. 

In the home garden, howev¬ 
er, these specialized j>ests of. 
.say, the apple tree have a 
much more difficult time. 

They can’t find your few 
trees as easily, for one thing, 
and their natural enemies— 
the ladybird beetles and other 
predator insects—are plentiful 
in ail the other plants that 
make up the home garden. 




This mixed population of 
plants is a great safeguard 
against serious insect infesta¬ 
tion. 

I wouldn’t go so far as to 
say you can get along without 
any spraying at all—although 
many home gardners do gel 
away with it—but it is suf¬ 
ficient to have some all-pur¬ 
pose fruit tree spray or dust 
handy and simply give your 
trees a squirt of the stuff 
when trouble is noticed. 

Careful and systematic 
pruning is necessary in the 
commercial orchard to keep 
the trees the right size and 
shape for economic harvest¬ 
ing. but pruning needn't be a 
bugbear in the home garden. 

Espalier anfr cordon-trained 
trees growing against walls 
and fences need regular prun¬ 
ing by a fairly rigid system, 
but the ordinary hush or stan¬ 
dard tree growing in the open 
needs only a simple thinning 
of overcrowded or badly 
placed branches, the removal 
of any dead or diseased wood, 
and a little shortening of the 
branch tips.

Marguerite plan dies 
due to lack of cash 


Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
blamed several factors Tues¬ 
day for sinking his and his as¬ 
sociates* plans to return to 
service the former Canadian 
Pacific ferry Marguerite 

"There were .just too many 
impediments,” he said. 

Pollen, together with other 
businessmen in Victoria. Van¬ 
couver and Seattle, had at¬ 
tempted to raise enough 
money to buy the ferry and 
again use it on the Vctoria- 
Seattle service next year. CP 
scrapped the service and 
planned to sell the Ship,' likely 
for scrap after allegedly 
losing less than $300,000 on 
the run over the past three 
years. 

The group bid $330,000 for 
the ship, and had raised 
$1150.000 by Saturday, bet then 
realized the "committed 


funds” weren’t coming. Pol¬ 
len said. 

In other words, one or more 
of the backers backed out ol 
ihe deal. 

Canadian Pacific also 
wanted to take the smoke 
abatement equipment (worth 
$130,0001 off Marguerite and 
install it on Princess Patricia, 
there were moorage problems 
in Victoria and Seattle and we 
still needed $230,000 working 
capital," Pollen added. 

The group, Sea-Vic Inc., 
headed by Ron Mullins of 
Seattle, wanted to buy the 
6,000-ton Marguerite and re¬ 
open the 70-vear-old ferry ser¬ 
vice. 

”1 know damned well if we 
had time to go public we'd 
have raised the money,” Mul¬ 
lins said from Seattle. 

He declined to comment on 


how the company’s bid for the 
ship was scuttled but he did 
indicate one of the members 
of Sea-Vic had backed out. 

He said if the company had 
gone public, then no one sin¬ 
gle investor would have af¬ 
fected the purchase. 

Mullins also said failure to 
buy the ship^was not any fauli 
of Pollen’s. 

“He's one fantastic man to 
work with, and he did every¬ 
thing he could to get the Mar¬ 
guerite back on its service be¬ 
tween Victoria and Seattle,” 
Mullins said. 

A spokesman for .Maple 
Shipping, the shipbroker sell¬ 
ing the Marguerite, said from 
Vancouver “the ship would be 
sold to whoever presents the 
best offer ” He added it could 
be a scrap company or an¬ 
other shipping: line. 


The Maritime Museum has 
been rescued by the provin¬ 
cial government. 

At a special meeting of the 
general membership Tuesday 
night, the museunf's board of 
trustees withdrew its previous 
recommendation that the mu¬ 
seum close Dec. 31. 

The meeting was originally 
called to discuss closure, but 
trustees received a letter 
from Provincial Secretary 
Ernest Hall Tuesday after¬ 
noon offering a $15,000 grant 
for January through March. 
Hall also guaranteed provin¬ 
cial support required before 
the museum can receive a 
$25,000 grant from the federal 
government. 

The letter suggested that 
talks continue among govern¬ 
ments to determine the muse¬ 
um's future. 

The trustees' decision to 
avoid financial disaster and 
shut the museum’s doors was 
precipitated by an eviction no 
tire from the city of Victoria 
effective March 31, 1975, 


board chairman R. W. Sandi- 
land said. 

The museum is located in 
the Law Courts Building in 
-Bastion Square. 

Victoria has been suggest¬ 
ing since March, 1973, the mu¬ 
seum move to the Malahat 
Building on Wharf. Sandiland 
told the gathering of about 75 
members. 

But that building is too 
small to hold the museum’s 
collection and would be much 
too expensive to enlarge, he 
said. 

The $15,000 grant does not 
solve all the museum’s prob¬ 
lems, Sandiland warned. 

He likened the museum to a 
drowning man coming up for 
the third time. He hoped thai. 
this time, a permanent home 
and a permanent solution to 
the museum's financial prob¬ 
lems will be found. 

Sandiland dismissed the 
possibility of a takeover of the 
Maritime Museum by the Pro¬ 
vincial Museum. Hall had in-

UNITED NATIONS 
(UPI)—With United Na¬ 
tions headquarters turn¬ 
ed into an armed camp to 
protect him, Palestinian 
guerrilla leader Yasser 
Arafat went before the 
General Assembly Wed¬ 
nesday and urged crea¬ 
tion of a Palestine state 
in which Arabs, Jews and 
Christians could live in 
peace. But Israel de¬ 
nounced Arafat's delega¬ 
tion as "murderers." 

Israeli Ambassador Yosef 
Tekoah boycotted Arafat's 
speech but sjxike a few hours 
later from the same rostrum, 
declaring that Israel would 
never permit establishment of 
Arafat's Palestine Liberation 
Organization anywhere in 
Palestine. 

"I have edme hearing an 
olive branch and a freedom 
fighter's gun." Arafat said tn 
his precedent-shattering ap¬ 
pearance before the UN. 

"I am a rebel and freedom 
is my cause," said the pudgy 
five-foot-seven-inch Arafat. 
wearing a black and white 
checkered Arab headdress. 
But he added: 

"The Palestinian revolution 
does not. under any circum¬ 
stances. consider the Jews as 
enemies. Our revolution is n*»t 
predicated on any racial or 
religious basis. 11 

Arafat left ihe UN complex 
about 5:30 p.m. Victoria time 
Wednesday for the first time 
since his. arrival from Algiers 
almost 14 hours earlier. UN’ 
security police said Arafat 
had gone to the hotel* Waldorf- 
Astoria to join the rest of the 
Palestinian delegation. 

PLO sources said it was 
doubtful Arafat would* ledve 
for Cuba before this afternoon 
since he plans to hear a 
speech to the General Assem¬ 
bly by President Suleiman 
Franjeih of Lebanon, sche¬ 
duled for noon today. 

As Arafat sftoke. hr raised 
his arms above his head and

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Sawmill to spend $2 million 

for world’s first smoke killer 


Good-bye to blue haze? 


B.C. Forest Products Ltd., 
•will spent} more than $2 mil¬ 
lion to. reduce the smoke 
plume from its sawmill and 
eliminate a blue haze from 
the plywood plant. 

As part of its pollution re¬ 
duction program in Victoria, 
the company will install an 
electrostatic precipitator at 
the sawmill and a condenser 
unit at the plywood plant. 
Walter Nelson said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Nelson, manager of the 
company's Victoria sawmill 
division, said the smoke 
plume and haze problems 
have been technically difficult 
to solve and his company has 
been working closely with the 


B.C. Pollution Control branch 
to find an effective answer. 

The smoke plume problem 
comes from the salt vapor it 
contains. The bark, known as 
hog fuel, which is burned to 
produce steam power and for 
other • purposes, becomes im¬ 
pregnated with salt while logs 
are being towed and stored in 
sea water. When burned the 
salt vaporizes and creates a 
white plume. 

Fly ash collectors such as 
one installed several years 
ag^> were successful in remqv- 
ing carbon particles but had 
no effect on the vaporized 
salt. 

Research into the trapping 
of the gray plume led to the 


installation last year of a 
$50,000 experimental pilot 
model electrostatic precipita¬ 
tor. 

Results were disappointing. 
Nelson said, because not all 
the smoke or haze was elimin¬ 
ated but both BCFP and the 
Pollution Control Branch have 
agreed an electrostatic pre¬ 
cipitator is the best solution 
currently available from to¬ 
day’s technology. 

"As far as the company and 
the Pollution Control Branch 
know.” said Nelson, "this will 
be the first installation of its 
kind in a sawmill anywhere in 
the world.” 

Walter Pumfrey, manager 


of the Victoria plywood divi¬ 
sion of the company, said the 
blue haze emitted from the 
plant's veneer dryers has 
been equally difficult to deal 
with. 

Both the Western Forest 
Produets Laboratory and the 
American Plywood Associa¬ 
tion have been conducting re¬ 
search. he said, and in 1970 a 
new after-burner device was 
tested in Victoria but did nol 
prove successful: 

The plywood plant installa¬ 
tion will be the first in B.C., 
he said. Delivery and installa¬ 
tion of the boiler and veneer 
dryer abatement systems are 
expected next year.

Indians drop out 
due to economics 


The large number of high 
• school dropouts among Cana¬ 
da’s Indian population can be 
blamed on conditions they are 
forced to live under on v Indian 
reserves, Chief Charles Elliott 
of the Tsarlip band said 
Wednesday night. 

Elliott said the dropout rate 
was. directly related to eco¬ 
nomics. 

He was commenting on a 
provincial breakdown of at¬ 
tendance figures released 
Wednesday by the federal 
government which showed a 
steady decline in grade enrol¬ 
ment for Indians. 

He said Indian students can-, 
not do the necessary studying 
in the crowded houses their* 
families must live in. 

“I do not doubt the govern¬ 


ment figures." Elliot said. 

Of 1,021 Indians who en¬ 
tered Ontario schools for 
Grade 9 in 1970, only 733 en¬ 
tered Grade 10 the following 
year, 504 entered Grade 11 in 
in 1973. 

All provinces reported a 
similar decline in that period. 
Nova Scotia reported 52 In¬ 
dian students in Grade 9 in 
1970 and Only 22 Grade Y2 In- 
1972 and 407 entered Grade 12 
dian students in }973. 

In New Brunswick, during 
the same period, the figure 
dropped to 22 from 54, in Que¬ 
bec to 110 from 339, in Mani¬ 
toba to 111 from 397, in Sas¬ 
katchewan to 96 from 403, in 
Alberta to 176 from 409 and in 
British Columbia to 241 from 
815.

Hospital plans 
put in hands 
of Capital Region

Following years of red tape 
and struggle with the provin¬ 
cial government, the Capital 
Region has finally become i 
master of its own destiny in 
health and hospital services. 

A bylaw providing for the 
appointment of a 14-member 
hospital and health planning 
commission was given final 
approval Wednesday by the 
rogional hospital board. 

A last-minute attempt by 


Jack (^ox, past president of 
the Cadboro Bay group, want¬ 
ed Couvelier, chairman of 
council’s lands, planning and 
housing committee, to explain 
the committee’s recommen¬ 
dation that D’Arcy Bridgman 
of 2600 McDonald be allowed 
to subdivide his property into 
two lots, smaller than the 
area’s present minimum lot 
size. 

Couvelier said most resi¬ 
dents of the area had no ob¬ 
jection to Bridgman’s specific 
proposal but were concerned 
the entire neighborhood would 
be rezoned to a smaller lot 
siz« 

"I would not support a blan¬ 
ket rezoning,” Couyelier said. 

McDonald answered a ques¬ 
tion about the reduction of 
standard lot sizes from 8,400 
to 6,000 square feet without 
public hearings. 

Under the Municipal Act. 
the planner has power to 
change certain regulations, 
McDonald explained. In this 
case, Saanich has instituted a 
policy which allows develop¬ 
ers to decrease lot sizes if do¬ 
nations are made to the mu¬ 
nicipality's parkland fund. 

All the candidates 
expressed opinions on the fu- . 
ture of low-cost housing in 
Saanich. They all said some 
measures to ease the housing 
shortage are inevitable. 

Roy Wootten, a veteran of 
municipal hall as an aider- 
man and civil servant, said: 
"There's no such thing as 
low-cost housing any more.’” . 

Harold Todd, who served on 
council from 1957 to 1969, said 
there is a need in Saanich for 
multiple dwellings but- not 
"barrack-like” high density 
developments. 

McDonald said areas which 
are already zoned for higher 
densities should be serviced 
so developers can make use 
of them. One such area is 
along the Gorge and should be 
serviced by a trunk sewer ex¬ 
tension,,he said. 

Charles Gbodman said com¬ 
munities should be allowed to 
decide, through their partici¬ 
pation in Saanich's new com¬ 
munity plan, where such dev¬ 
elopments will be located. 

Mary Casilio said low-cosi 
housing programs are needed, 
but high density housing is 
not. "Let’s not crowd people," 
she said.

In 
short, be responsible for all 
planning and co-ordination of 
health and hospital needs in 
the Capital Region. 

•Hie powers provided for 
under the new' bylaw were 
transferred to the region hos¬ 
pital board recently by the 
provincial government. 

Board chairman Arthur 
Young told the meeting 
members, of the new commis¬ 
sion will be appointed within 
‘the next two weeks. 

Young expressed shock and 
•surprise when a number of 
directors indicated they didn’t 
w'ant to wait until the new- 
planning commission gets 
around to dealing with the 
proposed Saanich Peninsula 
acute-care hospital.
